3 Lebanese ministers 
reportedly ready to quit 


BEIRUT (Agencies) — Three Muslim min- 
isters, one-third of Lebanon’s cabinet, dec- 
ided to resign Saturday following a call from 
the leader of the Shi’ite Muslim militia, 
Amal, for government members to step 
down, sources close to the ministers said. 


They said the decision by the 
ministers of economy, health and 
hydro-electric resources followed 
the call Saturday morning by 
Amal leader Nabih Berri for the 
immediate resignations of Muslim 
and “ patriotic” cabinet ministers. 

At a press conference on the 
third day of pitched battles bet- 
ween Amal and the Lebanese 
army. Mr. Berri also called on 
army soldiers to disobey orders. 
There was no immediate ind- 
ication that troops had responded 
to the call. 

The sources confirmed a report 
by the opposition mainly Druze 
Progressive Socialist Party radio 
that Health Minister Adnan 
Mrowe and Hydro-Electric Res- 
ources Minister Bahaadin A1 Bes- 
sat had decided to hand in their 
resignation. 

They added that Economy Min- 
ister Ibrahim Halawi had also dec- 
ided to resign. 

The three ministers are the only 
Muslims in the nine-member cab- 
inet apart from Prime Minister. 


Shafiq A1 Wazzan. who Friday 
aight publicly renewed his offer to 
resign to pave the way for a 
broad-based government of nat- 
ional unity. 

Mr. Mrowe and Mr. Bessat are 
Shfite Muslims, and Mr. Wazzan 
and Mr. Halawi are Sunnis. 

Army warning 

The army responded to Mr. 
Benfs call by warning that any 
attempt to split its ranks would 
have serious consequences and 
threaten the country’s unity. 

It said in a statement: •‘The 
army in its present form is a sym- 
bol for the unity of the homeland 
and constitutes hope for re- 
establishing sovereignty and sta- 
bility. Any harm befalling the 
army will lead to a threat to the 
country’s future and unity.” 

At his press conference. Mr. 
Beni rejected ceasefire efforts to 
end the fighting in Beirut's ShPite 
southern suburbs and called on 
soldiers and officers to refuse “to 


take part in any operation against 
the Lebanese people." 

This raised fears that the army, 
reconstructed only last year, could 
disintegrate along sectarian lines. 

Hea vy fighting condones 

Meanwhile heavy fighting con- 
tinued. with heavy black smoke 
billowing above the southern sub- 
urbs as the army and Amal mil- 
itiamen fought- with artillery, 
tanks, rockets and Howitzers. 

Army troops responded with 
tank cannon fire to the Shi* ite att- 
acks on Beirut's Galerie Semaan 
highway entrance and with long- 
range artillery against PSP militias 
in the mountains, according to pol- 
ice. 

They said 13 people were killed 
and 29 wounded in Saturday's 
hostilities, raising the total cas- 
ualty toll in ground action and she- 
lling attacks to 58 dead and 154 
wounded since Thursday. 

Three ceasefire agreements 
have failed to halt the worst fla- 
reup of Lebanon's civil war in six 
weeks. The state radio said shells 


and Soviet-made Grad rockets 
were crashing anew into east Bei- 
rut's residential neighbourhoods 
and outlying suburbs and urged 
people to stay indoors for yet ano- 
ther day. 

Among the shelled nei- 
ghbourhoods were ’Ain Rum- 
■raanch. Sin A1 Fit Horsh Tabet, 
Dekwaneh. and Hazmieh as well 
as Hadath and Yarze near the 
Lebanese Defence Ministry, the 
state radio said. 

Each falling shell, rocket or 
mortar produced deafening crash 
and, often, the sound of shattering 
concrete and glass. The few non- 
combatants who dared to venture 
out on the streets held their hands 
to their ears in a vain attempt to 
block out the deafening sound. 

A stray rocket hit the base of the 
British contingent of the Multi- 
National Force (MNF), a spo- 
kesman said.

Arafat arrives in Iraq 
for talks with president 


BAGHDAD (R) — Palestine 
Liberation Organisation (PLO) 
Chairman Yasser Arafat arrived 
Saturday for talks with Iraqi Pre- 
sident Saddam Hussein on the 
current Arab situation and co- 
ordination between the PLO and 
Iraq, a Palestinian official said. 

"Arafat’s talks with Hussein 
will centre on the current cha- 
llenges of the Palestinian rev- 
olution and attempts to achieve its 
unity,” Azzam A1 Ahmad, the 
PLO office chief in Baghdad told 
Reuters. 

Mr. Ahmad said Iraq, as. rea- 
ffirmed by President Hussein, had 
taken a principled and constant 
attitude in support of the PLO and 
against attempts to intervene in its 
internal affairs. 

He said Mr. Arafat would also 
visit PLO forces stationed in Iraq. 

Several hundred loyalist PLO 
fighters went to Iraq in December 
following their evacuation with 
M r. Arafat from the northern 
Lebanese port of Tripoli after 


being besieged by Syrian-backed 
Palestinian dissidents for about six 
weeks. 

After leaving Tripoli, Mr. Ara- 
fat met Egyptian President Hosni 
Mubarak in Cairo, a move which 
caused uproar in radical Arab sta- 
tes. including Syria. 

Egypt was boycotted by most 
Arab states, including Iraq, after it 
signed its separate peace treaty 
with Israel in 1979. 

Mr. Arafat this week int- 
errupted an African tour and Pal- 
estinian sources in Algiers and 
Tunis said he sropped off in both 
places briefly Friday before hea- 
ding for Iraq. 

In Algiers. Mr. Arafat had two 
hours of talks with Mohammad 
Cherif Messadia. number two in 
the ruling National Liberation 
Front Party. 

The PLO news agency WAFA 
said they discussed the convening 
of the PLO’s parliament in exile, 
the Palestine National Council 
(PNC). 


BAGHDAD (R) — Iraq Saturday 
added four more towns, including 
the port of Bandar Khomeini, to' 
the Iranian targets ir has thr= 
eatened to hit with air and missile 
strikes. 

Baghdad Television quoted 
an Iraqi military spokesman as 
saying Bandar Khomeini. Masjed 
Soleyman. Ramhormoz and Beh- 
behan — all major centres — had 
been included as targets in ret- 
aliation for Iranian threats to hit 
Iraqi industrial installations. 

On Thursday, a military spo- 
kesman here said Iraq would lau- 
nch air and missile attacks after 
Feb. 6 on selected targets io seven 
Iranian towns in retaliation for 
Iranian shelling attacks on Iraq 
towns during the past Id days. 

The spokesman quoted on tel- 
evision Saturday said attacks on 
the four towns added to the list 
would be launched after Feb. 8, 
giving civilians an extra two days 
to escape. 

The Iraqi spokesman said that 
as a result of the Iranian threat, 
"we have derided to strike sel- 
ected targets in four more Iranian 
towns after Feb. 6 and warn the 
Iranians that they should leave 
these places to save their lives." 

Vessels heading in convoy for 
Bandar Khomeini at the head of 
the Gulf come under regular att- 


ack from Iraqi gunboats and pla- 
nes. 

A senior Iraqi official toId.Reu- 
ters earlier Saturday Iraq was ser- 
ious about launching the thr- 
eatened air and missile attacks. 

The previously listed targets 
were DezfuJ. Shush, Andimeshk. 
Ahvaz, Kermanshah, flan and the 
battered oil town of Abadan, all 
on or near the battle front in the 
40-month-old Gulf war. 

In Washington, the State Dep- 
artment denied Friday that the 
United States and Britain were 
planning a convoy system to pro- 
tect tankers going into the Gulf if 
Iran tries to block the Strait of 
Hormuz. 

Spokesman Alan Romberg said 
the United States and Britain were 
consulting on the Gulf situation, 
presumably including the Iran- 
Iraq war’s threat to Western oil 
shipping. 

But he said "to say that it he 
consultations) constitute joint 
planning for operations would be 
an exaggeration.” 

Mr. Romberg made the com- 
ment when asked about a news 
report that the two countries had 
agreed to help tankers into the 
Gulf with a convoy system.

Libya said to assert control over northern Chad 


N’DJAMENA (R) — Libya has 
expanded its military hardware 
and increased its political control 
in northern Chad. Chadian off- 
icials and independent Western 
sources said Saturday. 

They said Libya, which annexed 
Chad’s northern Aouzou strip 
over 10 years ago. was now ext- 
ending its authority south of the 
strip to strongholds of former 
Chadian leader Goukouni Oue- 
ddei whose forces are fighting 
those of President Hissene Habre. 

The N'djamena government 
accuses Libya of backing the reb- 
els and of occupying the northern 
half of the country. Libya has rep- 


eatedly denied the charges. 

Chad Information Minister 
Mahamat Soumafia told reporters 
Libya was now firmly dug in mil- 
itarily and had set up political con- 
trol of the towns of Faya-Largeau. 
Fada and Bardai. all south of the 
Aouzou strip and north of the 
"red line" drawn by French troops 
backing Mr. Habre since last 
summer’s rebel offensive. 

"They have banned the use of 
French and Arabic is now the off- 
icial language in the occupied 
north." he said. 

The dinar, Libya's currency, has 
replaced the franc as the rec- 
ognised tender while the Libyan 


flag is flying in Faya-Largeau and 
surrounding localities. Mr. Sou- 
maiia said. 

He said there were more than 
U),UU(> Libyan troops south of 
Aouzou and airstrips able to take 
large military transport aircraft 
had been built at Faya-Largeau 
and Fada. 

Independent Western estimates 
put the number of Libyan troops 
•at 5.000 and confirmed that large 
military aircraft were landing and 
taking off in the area. 

Mr. Soumaila said the Libyans 
had mined some 60 kilometres of 
the road to the south from Faya- 
Largeau which they were using as 


a training base for mercenaries 
■from Benin. Sudan and Niger. 

Military high command in 
N'djamena said on Wednesday 
that hundreds of the mercenaries 
forming Libyan leader Muammar 
Qadhafi s ** Islamic legion” were 
among rebels wiped out in last 
Monday's fighting in the nonhem 
oasis town of Mouoou. In the fig- 
hting 234 rebels were captured by 
government troops. 

Libya said 354 government tro- 
ops and four French soldiers died 
in the fighting. Both Paris and the 
commander of the 3, 000-strong 
French garrison denied French 
involvement.

Korean delegation holds high-level 
talks, stresses bilateral relations 


JAKARTA (R) — Most Third 
World countries have expressed 
regret over the intended U.S. wit- 
hdrawal from UNESCO, but a 
conference of non-aligned inf- 
ormation ministers in Jakarta avo- 
ided direct condemnation of Was- 
hington’s decision. 

Ministers from nearly 60 cou- 
ntries passed a resolution rea- 
ffirming support for the United 
Nations Educational. Scientific 
and Cultural Organisation (UNE- 
SCO) and rejecting "threats and 
pressures" against it. 

While this was a dear reference 
to U.S. complaints against UNE- 
SCO and Washington's ann- 
ounced intention to withdraw by 


next December, there was no spe- 
cific criticism of the United States. 

Moderate non-aligned mem- 
bers, including the host nation 
Indonesia. Yugoslavia and India, 
were keen to promote a theme of 
co-operation rather than con- 
frontation at the five-day con- 
ference. 

Criticising by implication the 
intended U.S. pullout, the motion 
merely affirmed the need to uph- 
old the “universal character” of 
UNESCO. 

Radical members grouped aro- 
und Cuba denounced the U.S. 
decision both inside and ontside of 
the conference chamber, with 
Cuban Information Minister Orl- 


ando Fundora Lopez publicly 
mocking President Reagan. 

Mr. Fundora Lopez accused 
Washington of fascist coercion 
and blackmail over its withdrawal- 
threat and said Mr. Reagan would 
end up like the “lone ranger” if be 
continued to withdraw from U.N. 
bodies. 

Washington has said h will quit 
UNESCO by nest December, 
while a one-year notice period 
expires, bacause it says the org- 
anisation has become too pol- 
iticised. spends too much money 
and is trying to restrict the fre- 
edom of the press is its campaign 
for a “new world information 
order.” 


This new order, aimed at tre- 
ating a more balanced flow of 
news between developed and dev- 
eloping nations, was the major 
theme of the non-aligned inf- 
ormation ministers conference. 

Nicaragua was the only country 
to welcome a U.S. withdrawal, 
with chief delegate Ernesto 
Aloma saying sarcastically that 
UNESCO would be better off 
without the Americans. 

“If the U.S. wants to get out ot 
UNESCO, let them get out,” he 
said, adding that the big U.S. con- 
tribution to the organisation’s 
budget could be made up by other 
wealthy members.

51 arrested in Italian 
anti- mafia police sweep

ionwide anti-mafia sweep Friday, 
authorities said Saturday. 

Arrest warrants on the drug tra- 
fficking charges also were issued 
for five mafia suspects already 
detained for separate crimes, aut- ■ 
horities said. 

The arrest warrants were issued 
by Emanuclc Dc Francesco, 
Italy’s high commissioner for the 
fight against the mafia, after inv- 
estigators determined that the 
suspects were using a Palermo 
construction company as a front 
for the heroin ring. 

Arrested in the northern city of 
Bologna was 2S-year-old Waifik 
Marwan Ramadan, of Beirut. 
Lebanon, who investigators' bel- 
ieve transported the heroin to this, 
island capital, authorities said. 

In Agrigemo, Sicily, police arr- 
ested 33-year-old Paolo Pun- . 
turello. a socialist municipal cou- 
ncillor for the southern coastal 
town, they said. 


The arrested, who included 
three women, also were seized in 
the northern Italian cities of Milan 
and Bergamo and in Palermo and 
Messina.

U.S. and Italian drug enf- 
orcement officials say the matia' s 
multi-million-dollar drug racket is 
the major heroin supplier to the 
northeastern United Stales and 
Canada. 

In a separate operation, police 
officials said five suspected drug 
reltas were arrested in Salerno, 
near the Italian coastal city of 
Naples. 

In another operation centred on 
the mainland port of Genoa in the 
northwest, police said they arr- 
ested 3 1 people on charges of d rug 
dealing and association with rhe 
mafia. 

The arrests followed a year- 
long investigation that began 
when police seized 300 kil- 
ogrammes of hashish in a lorry 
coming from Sicily, which they 
believed was one of regular mon- 
thly shipments of drugs to the 
north.

Iiultz blames Syria 
Lebanon deadlock 



RIO DE JANEIRO, Brazil (Agencies) — U.S. Sec- 
retary of State George Shultz, responding to critics 
who claim he lacks flexibility in dealing with the 
Lebanon situation, said Friday Syria is to blame for 
the continuing impasse over the withdrawal of for- 
eign forcess from that country. 


After •' lengthy, exhaustive” 
discussions with the Syrians at a 
variety of levels, Mr. Shultz said 
he has concluded that Syria's opp- 
osition to the May 17 Israeii- 
Lebanese disengagement agr- 
eement is based simply on the Syr- 
ian view that Arab countries sim- 
ply should not sign an agreement 
with Israel. 

Mr. Shultz said that was ins- 
ufficient reason for him to back 
away from his support for the acc- 
ord. He acknowledged that many 
have questioned the wisdom of his 
refusal to change his policy, noting 
that some ask, “what's wrong with 
Shultz.” 

Mr. Shultz spoke to reporters 
while enroute here for a four-day 
visit that will include a meeting 
Saturday with U.S. ambassadors 
based iii South America and dis- 
cussions with Brazilian gov- 
ernment officials Monday in Bra- 
silia. the capital. 

His comments on Lebanon sug- 
gested he is unimpressed with 
Syria's stated objections to the 
Israeli-Lebane&e agreement. 


Syria claims that its forces, in 
contrast to Israel's, were sent 
there by invitation. Syria has said 
that once Israel withdraws, it will 
consider a pullout of its own for- 
ces. 

Questioned about a reported 

rift with Defense Secretary Caspar 
Weinberger over Lebanese policy. 
Mr. Shultz said there is broad agr- 
eement between them but he con- 
ceded there have been occasional 
differences over tactics. 

He said he was worked with Mr. 
Weinberger since 197«» and they 
have “a very straightforward and 
candid and basically constructive'' 
relationship. 

Mr. Shultz criticised Dem- 
ocratic Party opposition to the 
administration's policy in Leb- 
anon. saying it was pulling the rug 
from under American diplomacy 
there. 

He called congressional moves 
on Lebanon unfortunate and dis- 
ruptive and said members should 
never stoop to undermine U.S. 
vital interests for partisan adv- 
antage. 


Democrats in Congress have 
introduced a resolution “to bring 
about the prompt and orderly wit- 
hdrawal” of U.S. Armed Forces in 
the Multinational Force in Beirut 
and the administration's Lebanon 
policy is shaping up as a pre- 
sidential election issue. 

The administration says the 
Marines are there to give the Leb- 
anese government a breathing 
spell to work out political pro- 
blems and restore its sovereignty 
in Beirut. 

Mr. Shultz said the United Sta- 
les warned the Marines' presence 
to be as effective as possible to 
help achieve American objectives. 

Mr. Shultz said: “ So this pattern 
that we see in our own country — 
what's going on in the Congress 
right now — of sort of pulling the 
rug out from under our diplomatic 
efforts is very unfortunate and dis- 
ruptive.” 

Asked whether the Marines 
would be a campaign issue, Mr. 
Shultz said. “I believe that all 
Americans, particularly Ame- 
ricans who hold public office in 
Washington, must be there to 
support vital American interests 
as they see it. They should never 
stoop to undermine vital Ame- 
rican interests for partisan adv- 
antage.” 

He said he assumed that the 
positions people took represented 
U.S. interests as they saw them. 


Saudi call for withdrawal gains support 


KUWAIT i AP) — Saudi Arabian 
Crown Prince Abdullah’s call for 
the withdrawal of U.S. Marines 
from Lebanon was gaining edi- 
torial support here Saturday. 

Lebanese Christian Falange 
Party leader Pierre Gemayel was 
meanwhile quoted as cautioning 
that such withdrawal would mean 
certain end of President Ronald 
Reagan's chances in the next pre- 
sidential elections. 

The radical newspaper Ai Raj 
Aram contended that Prince 
Abdullah's statements would 
snowball into a collective Arab 
stand and were tantamount to a 
warning that the patience of the 
oil-rich kingdom was wearing thin 
over the Lebanese crisis. 

The newspaper also charged 
that the U.S. administration had 
hastened to "cast doubts" on Pri- 
nce Abdullah's statements. It cla- 
imed that Washington wished to 
continue "deceiving the American 
people into believing that its 
( U.S.) role in Lebanon was a pea- 


ceful one and that those (Arabs) 
opposing its presence are but a 
handful of terrorists and Soviet 
stooges." 

Prince Abdullah called for the 
withdrawal of the American Mar- 
ines who make up a contingent in 
the Multinational Force in Beirut. 
He also urged American pressure 
on Israel to withdraw its invasion 
forces from Lebanon. 

A U.S. State Department spo- 
kesman commented that the Saudi 
stand, as far as Washington was 
informed, was supportive of the 
entire Multinational Force, which 
numbers about 5.5UU and com- 
prises British, French and Italian 
contingents along with the Mar- 
ines. 

The same paper quoted Leb- 
anese Druze leader Walid Jun- 
blatt as Favouring the withdrawal 
of the Multinational Force. That, 
he said, would force President 
Gemayel into one of two choices, 
either to resign or to give in to the 
demands of the National Salvation 


Front. 

Mr. Junblatt. the leading opp- 
onent of the U.S.-backed Gem- 
ayel is a prominent member of the 
front which was formed last sum- 
mer and with Muslim and non- 
FaJange Christian factional lea- 
ders. 


The pullout of the Marines, Mr. 
J unblatt said, would in (he support 
of the American people as it 
would put an end to more killing 
of Marines in Lebanon. A total of 
259 Marines have died since the 
force was deployed in Lebanon. 

Mr. Junblatt stressed in the int- 
erview. conducted in Damascus, 
that there would be no peace in 
Lebanon unless “Gemayel the 
dictactor" resigned. As an alt- 
ernative Mr. Junblatt asked Mr. 
■Gemayel to submit to political 
demands of the Salvation Front 
for "a new political order, a cha- 
nge in constitution and a clipping 
of the wings of the Marontte (Chr- 
istian) president." 


Ozal favours confederation in Cyprus 


ATHENS (R) — Turkish Prime 
Minister Turgut Ozal Favours the 
creation of a confederation as the 
only solution to the Cyprus pro- 
blem. a Greek financial magazine 
reported Saturday. 

In an interview with the pub- 
lisher of the influential magazine 
Business and Finance. Mr. Ozal 
was quoted as saying the two 
communities in Cyprus — 
Grcek-Cypriots and Turkish- 
Cypriots — should meet and 


hammer out an agreement. 

“Both the Greek and Turkish 
governments should press them to 
do so." the Turkish Prime Min- 
ister was quoted as saying. 

Greece and Cyprus have int- 
ensified international diplomatic 
efforts to reverse the unilateral 
proclamation of a Turkish- 
Cypriot state in the north of the 
island last November. 

“The unilateral declaration of 
independence is something that. 


has happened, but this does not 
close the doors for the creation of 
a confederation." Mr. Ozal said. . 


Turkish-Cypriot leader Rauf 
Denktash had said he went ahead 
with the declaration of ind- 
ependence — a move int- 
ernationally condemned and rec- 
ognised only by mainland Turkey 
— because Greek intransigence 
precluded any chance of a set- 
tlement. 


Mubarak 
to visit 
Washington 


KUWAIT (Agencies) — Egy- 
ptian President Hosni Mubarak 
was reported Saturday to be pla- 
nning an official visit to the United 
States Feb. 1 1 to urge a dialogue 
between the Reagan adm- 
inistration and the Palestine Lib- 
eration Organisation (PLO?. 

Citing Arab diplomatic sources 
in Washington, the radical new- 
spaper Al Watan said "the main 
purpose of Mr. Mubarak's visit 
will be to try to talk President 
(Ronald) Reagan into initiating a 
dialogue with the PLO." 

Mr. Vlubarak will tell Mr. Rea- 
gan His Majesty King Hussein 
will be unable to join the peace 
process before such a dialogue 
takes place, the newspaper said. 

Mr. Reagan's Mideast peace 
plan of Sept. K2 called for Pal- 
estinian self-rule on the Israeli- 
occupied West Bank and Gaza “in 
association with Jordan.” 

King Hussein and PLO Cha- 
irman Y asser Arafat were unable 
to evolve a joint negotiating pos- 
ition on peace with Israel because 
of opposition from radical ele- 
ments within the PLO. 

According to Al Watan. Mr. 
Mubarak might confer with the 
Jordanian monarch during the 
U.S. visit as King Hussein was 
undergoing treatment at Ame- 
rican hopsitais. 

The newspaper said that U.S. 
economic and military assistance 
to Egypt would figure pro- 
minently on Mr. Mubarak's age- 
nda in Washington. 

Mr. Mubarak was to be pre- 
ceded to Washington by his min- 
isters of economy. Musutfa AJ 
Said, and economic co-operation. 
Wagih Shendi. the paper added. 

In Nairobi. Egypt and Kenya 
said Saturday the Organisation of 
African Unity (OAU) needed str- 
engthening and pledged to work 
jointly to bring about conciliation 
and co-operation among member 
states. 

A communique issued at the 
end of talks between visiting Egy- 
ptian President Hosni Mubarak 
and President Daniel Arap Moi 
said the principles of the OAU 
must be upheld. 

Mr. Mubarak later left for Som- 
alia. the third leg of his four- 
nation tour of Africa. 

Mr. Mubarak, whose tour 
be^n in Zaire and ends in Tan- 
zania. was seen off by President 
Daniel Arap Moi who accepted an 
invitation visit Egypt. Mr. 
Mubarak arrived on Thursday. ■ 

The communique reiterated the 
stances of both countries on major 
African and international issues 
and stressed the need to str- 
engthen the OAU of which Mr. 
Moi was chairman until last year. 

It said: “The two presidents... 
resolved to work together in order 
to bring conciliation and co-o- 
peration amongst member states 
in the OAU. They stressed... the 
importance of the forthcoming 
OAU summit in Conakry and the 
necessity of ensuring its success in 
order to uphold the principles of 
the OAU charier and African 
objectives." 
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Oil company suspends operations in Sudan 


KHARTOUM (R) — The U.S. 
Chevron OD Company has tem- 
porarily suspended operations in 
some sites in southern Sudan fol- 
lowing the killing of three foreign 
oilmen, a company spokesman 
said here Saturday. 

Gunmen killed a Briton, a Ken- 
yan and s Filipino in an attack on 
their barge accommodation on 
Thursday. 

Chevron spokesman Olin Smith 
told Reuters: "We have sus- 
pended our operations tem- 
porarily in Bentui area and eva- 
cuated around 200 people, shu- 
tting down drilling operations 
there." 

He said other camps and bases 
in the region had also been eva- 
cuated in a move to protect wor- 
kers. 

Mr. Smith added: “Those ope- 
rations that seem to be vulnerable 
are being suspended and tins takes 


time ... it is being done first in 
areas where we feel the risk is the 
highest” 

He did not know how much of 
the company's activities would be 
suspended, saying: "It depends 
upon the nature of insecurity and 
on how secure we feel with our 
various operations.” 

Seven other workers were also 
injured in Thursday's attack. 

Chevron is developing crude oil 
resources in the southern Sudan, 
scene of frequent fighting between 
troops and rebels secessionists. 

Mr. Smith had said on Thursday 
the attackers left a note saying 
they belonged to Anyna-Two 
Secession: Group. 

Sudan’s Vice-President Omar 
AJtayeb said on Thursday “the 
incident on the residential com- 
pound of Chevron was a con- 
tinuation of the conspiracy against 
Sudan and aimed to put obstacles 


on the way of economic dev- 
elopment.” 

The official Sudan News Age- 
ncy (SUN A} quoted him as saying 
the attackers had infiltrated from 
Ethiopia. 

Sudan's President Jaafor Nma- 
eiri has repeatedly accused Eth- 
iopia and Libya of Inciting trouble 
in the south of die country, cha- 
rges the two countries have den- 
ied. 

Secessionists briefly abducted 
11 foreigners working with Che- 
vron in November. 

The Jougfei Canal project, an 
ambitious irrigation scheme to 
divert Nile waters from swamps to 
provide more water for Egypt and 
Sudan, has also been the target of 
recent rebel raids. 

The Khartoum daily AJ-Sahafa 
Saturday quoted what it called an 
authoritative source as saying the 
army was in full control of the sit- 


Iraq serious about attacking Iranian towns 


BAGHDAD (R) — Iraq is serious 
about launching air and missile 
attacks on Iranian towns after next 
Monday if Iran continues to shell 
Iraqi border towns, a senior Iraqi 
official said Saturday. 

“Iraq is serious this time as it 
had always been... If they do not 
stop their treacherous attacks on 
our border towns and civilian tar- 
gets. we will attack their towns 
with missiles and warplanes." the 
official told Reuters. 

The official, who did not want to 
be named, said Baghdad had given 
inhabitants of seven named towns 
in southwest Iran enough time to 
move away. 

On Thursday, an Iraqi military 
spokesman said Iraq would attack 
selected targets in seven towns 
after Feb. 6 and warned civilians 
to move away. 

The spokesman named the 
towns as Dezful, Shush. And- 
imeshk. Ahvaz. Kennanshah. 
.11 am and Abadan. 

He said missiles and bombers 
would be used in the attacks in 


retaliation for Iranian artillery 
shelling of Iraqi towns during the 
previous 10 days. 

The last Iraqi town to be hit was 
Khormal. according to an Iraqi 
war communique issued Friday 
night. 

Iran Friday reiterated a warning 
that it would hit back hard if Iraq 
carried out the threat to attack 
Iranian towns. 

Referring to the warning by 
Iran, which has been at war with 
Iraq for 41 months, the senior 
Iraqi official said: "Let them try 
and they will see what we will do.” 
He did not elaborate. 

Diplomats in Baghdad said Iraq 
might use medium-range 
Soviet-made SS-I2 missiles aga-. 
tnst the Iranian towns. 

The newly-acquired missiles 
have a range of 800 kilometres 
and enhance Iraq's arsenal of 
shorter-range Soviet SCUD-B 
and French-made Exocet missiles. 

The ruling Baath Party new- 
spaper Al Thawra said Saturday 
that Iraq possessed "great rockets 


(which) will teach the Tehran rul- 
ers a grave lesson and give them 
proper punishment.” 

The government daily Al Jum- 
huriya said: " We win make their 
(Iran's rulers) coming days full of 
darkness... our rendezvous with 
them wiB be in the seven towns 
after Feb. 6." 

Iran said Saturday the only res- 
ult of Iraq's threat to attack border 
towns would be to strengthen the 
resolve of the Iranian people to 
fight on to victory m the Gulf war. 
the National Iranian News Age- 
ncy IRNA reported. 

The war headquarters said Iraq 
was "greatly deluded” if it bel- 
ieved such threats would deter 
Iran. "Our devoted and self- 
sacrificing people... are rushing 
towards war fronts to speak their 
last words there,” it added. 

Iran's conditions for ending the 
41 -month-old war include the 
overthrow of Iraqi President Sad- 
dam Hussein and the payment by 
Iraq of billions of dollars in war 
reparations. 


3 Iranian co mmunis ts sentenced to death 


Tunisia 
increases 
price of 
bread 


LONDON (R) — Three leading 
military members of Iran's banned 
Tudeh (Communist) Party have 
been sentenced to death, the Nat- 
ional News Agency IRNA quoted 
Tehran evening papers as rep- 
orting Saturday. 

The agency, monitored in Lon- 
don. quoted the papers as saying 
the country's supreme judicial 
-council had approved the sen- 
tences. The three involved were 
not identified. 

The military members of the 
party on trial included Iran’s for- 
mer Navy Commander Bah ram 
Afzali and several colonels. 

IRNA said the spokesman for 
the council. Hojaroleslam Moq- 
tadaie. told reporters that sen- 
tences demanded by a rev- 
olutionary m Qitary tribunal for 10 
other accused were still being stu- 
-died. 

He was quoted as saying, how- 
ever, some of the 10 had received 
prison terms and all the verdicts 
would be announced soon. 

Charges bad included attempts 
to overthrow the Islamic Rep- 
.ublic, espionage, gathering and 
hiding weapons and violating a 


decree prohibiting members of the 
military from belonging to pol- 
itical parties. 


Pravda attacks Iran 


MOSCOW (R)!>- The: Soviet 
daily Pravda puMished a bitter, 
attack Saturday oil the imp- 
risonment of pro-Moscow Com- 
munists in Iran and accused Teh- 
ran’s clerical leadership of bet- 
raying the revolution that brought 
it to power. 

A statement signed by the Cen- 
tral Committee of the Iranian 
Tudeh Communist Party called on 
people around the world to pro- 
test at the recent sentencing of 87 
Tudeh' members, saying the evi- 
dence against them had been pro- 
duced by torture. 

Pravda, the Communist Party 
daily, gave the statement pro- 
minence on its foreign news page- 
indicating that it fully reflected the 
views of the Kremlin. 

“Having made a turn to the 
right in their domestic and foreign 
policies, the ruling circles of the 
•Islamic Republic have now ren- 
ounced all the goals of the Feb- 


ruary 1979 revolution.” the sta- 
tement said. 

"Passing these harsh sentences, 
the reactionary forces again dem-‘ 
onstrated in practice their blind 
hatred for honest fighters for ind- 
ependence, freedom and social 
justice," it added. 

Publication- of the report und- 
erlined an increasingly tough Sov- 
iet altitude towards Iran since the 
first batch of hundreds of imp-, 
risoned Tudeh members went on 
trial last year. 

Western diplomats have seen 
the new sharp tone as evidence 
that Moscow has abandoned 
hopes of establishing a cordial rel- 
ationship with Tehran based on a 
common opposition to the United 
States. 

The Iranian leadership banned 
the Soviet-backed Tudeh Party 
and rounded up thousands of its 
members last year. 

Saturday’s Tudeh statement- 
said the recent trials suggested 
that Iran was trying to patch up 
relations with the U.S. and sho- 
wed that Tehran’s policies tow- 
ards Moscow now coincided with 
those of President Reagan. 


TUNIS. Tunisia (AP) — in the 
wake of last month's bloody food 
riots, the Tunisian government 
has decided on' a wide range oi 
austerity measures, including as 
1 1 per cent increase inihe price of 
bread. Prime Minister Mob- . 
ammad Mzah said Friday.-'' 

In an interview with the Ass- 
ociated Press, Mr. MzaJi said the 
government approved the new 
measures at a cabinet meeting 
Thursday under the dtairmimship 
of 80-year-old President Habib 
Bourgaiba. 

Mr. Mzali said the standard 
7u0-gramme loaf of bread, the 
staplefood among the poorest of 
Tunisia's seven million inh- 
abitants. would be raised from Ml 
to 90 miUimes. with a further sim- 
ilar increase planned in July. 

He conceded that the 110-per 
cent increase the government 
tried to impose on Jan. 1 was "to 
abrupt” and led to the nationwide 
rioting in which an estimated 110 
Tunisians died. 

Mr. Mzali said despite Mr. Bou- 
rguiba’s decision to cancel die 
controversial increase to help res- 
tore calm, the government had no 
aftentetive but take firm and 
immediate measures to reduce its 
budget -deficit. 

The government spends 140 
million dinars (S 1 58 million ) ann- 
ually on food subsidies. Mr. Mzali 
described this as "an impossible 
burden to bear indefinitely.” and 
said the subsidies would be slowly 
and progressively reduced — 
while avoiding abrupt price inc- 
reases likely to arouse public 
anger. 

He said the austerity measures 
also included increased taxes on 
alcohol, cigarettes, gasoline and 
luxury goods, and a selective 30- 
dinar ($40) tax on Tunisians tra- 
velling abroad for pleasure or 
other private reasons. 

Mr. Mzali said workers, stu- 
dents, pilgrims and those tra- 
velling for professional reasons 
would be exempt from the new 
tax.

Low income housing units 
to be completed by Dec 


Mafraq children’s centre helps make 
the handicapped more independent

MAFRAQ — A home for the 
handicapped, which was opened 
here in 1972. can now care for 65 
boarding pupils with an additional 
number of 42 day student The 
children, aged between six and 1 5. 
receive all the necessary care and 
assistance and are trained in skills 
that will give them a vocation and 
make them independent in the 
future. 

On a recent visit to the home for 
these handicapped people wc met 
the director. Mohammad Shuha. 
who told us that the home is ope- 
rated and financed by the Ministry 
of Social Development. 

Here, the handicapped children 
are also provided with a basic, 
education and medical or phy- 
siotherapy treatment which helps 
them to iead a normal life. Mr. 
Shuha said. 

Normal education 

The children are provided with 
a normal education until they 
complete the third elementary, 
class, when they are sent to con- 
tinue their education at Ministry 
of Education schools in the town. 

He said: “The children are sent 


in the company of a supervisor 
who sees that special care is given 
to them on the daily journey to 
school and back. The home also 
receives handicapped people who 
normally live with their families 
but need specialised phy- 
siotherapy treatment. 

The training we offer here dep- 
ends on the age and the condition 
of the handicapped child and ran- 
ges from radio and television mai- 
ntenance and repairing medical 
equipment, to knitting, dress- 
making and embroidery. 

Physiotherapy 

Physiotherapy sessions, which 
are supervised by specialists and 
doctors from the Health Ministry, 
are offered to the children within a 
well-prepared programme, to give 
the children the optimal benefit. 

Entertainment 

We also give due care to ent- 
ertainment, social activities and 
hobbies, and the children are 
given lessons in music. Other rec- 
reational activities include dra- 
wing and singing, while the chi- 
ldren go on outings and picnics. 

For a handicapped child to be 
admitted into the home, the par- 


ents must bring him or her in for 
an examination. Afterwards the 
child is placed on probation for a 
period of 21) days. 

We do not accept totally par- 
alysed children because our pro- 
gramme are such as to only benefit 
those who can move. Each child 
costs at least JD 120 a year, but 
the Ministry of Social Dev- 
elopment covers all the home’s 
expenses. 

On touring the home's sections, 
we met the supervisors and lea- 
. chers who assured us that the chi- 
ldren enjoy every possible att- 
ention and are treated in the best 
manner possible. 

We also met Samih Al Jaafari a 
handicapped youth who had been 
trained in maintaining medical 
equipment by the home. 

AJ Jaafari told us that he had 
polio when he was a very young 
child. Once 1 entered the home 
here 1 started receiving academic 
and vocational training until 1 
completed the sixth elementary 
class. Later 1 learnt to type and to 
overhaul medical equipment, he 
said. 

Mr. Jaafari said that he received 
encouragement from his ins- 
tructors “who sent me to other 
centres for advanced training so 
that now f have a permanent job/’

Electoral figures announced as registrati on ends 

Election officials to work 
holidays, says ‘Obeidat 


AMMAN (Petra) — Prime Minister Ahmad ‘Obe- 
idat issued a communique Saturday asking all emp- 
loyees concerned with the forthcoming by-elections, 
to work during the intervening holidays before the 
election date of March 12, while it has been ann- 
ounced that a total of nearly 583,560 people have 
registered and are thus eligible to vote in the ele- 
ction. 


According to the communique, 
all such employees will work on 
their holidays to become ope- 
rative from Feb. 16. 19X4. All 
these days will be considered as 
official working days, the com- 
munique said. 

Mr. ‘Obeidat said these mea- 
sures were introduced in acc- 
ordance with article SI of the civil 
service regulation No. 23 con- 
tained in the law passed in 1966. 
This was passed to facilitate the 
provisions of the Lower House of 
Parliament's election law No. 24 
issued in I960, and the ame- 
ndments thereto which gives the 
people the right to play a full role 
in national elections. 

Meanwhile. Mr. ‘Obeidat iss- 
ued another communique pro- 
hibiting government employees 
from taking pan in any electoral 


campaigns. 

The communique added that 
any employee violating these ins- 
tructions will be subject to pen- 
alties. provided for in regulation 
No. 23. 

According to AJ Ra'i Arabic 
daily newspaper close on 5N3.56» 
people have registered for voting 
in the coming by-elections for the 
East Bank of Jordan. 

The figures emerged after reg- 
istration centres around the cou- 
ntry closed Friday evening fol- 
lowing week-long activity in which 
committees conducted the process 
of registration. 

Those registered, whether male 
or female, are at leasL of 2t* years 
of age and carry identity cards iss< 
ued by the Civil Registration 
Department. 

Now that the registration cen-

M.P.s vocal on public service, social issues

AMMAN — Members of the 
Lower House of Parliament raised 
a wide range of issues during Thu- 
rsday s discussion of the policy sta- 
tement of Prime Minister Ahmad 
‘Obeidat’s cabinet. 

These issues included nar- 
rowing the gap between rich and 
poor, combating the wasteful spe- 
nding of state money, developing 
agriculture and a reassessment of 
Jordan's educational and inf- 
ormation policies. 

A total of 24 members in their 
speeches dealt with these issues, 
related to bettering the living sta- 
ndards of Jordanians either at the 
national level or through con- 
veying the complaimsof theircon- 
st it uenLs. . 

Combating poverty, either thr- 
ough lowering consumer com- 
modity prices, or through pro- 
viding’ better public services to 
poor or remote areas, was one of 
the major topics discussed. 

High prices 

Many members complained 
about “the senselessly,” high pri- 
ces but Abdul Baki Jammo. a cle- 
rgyman from Amman, accused the 
Ministry of Supply of competing 
with citizens instead of helping 
them. 

“The Ministry of Supply should 
lake its hands .of tampering with 
commodity prices and the prices 
will go down, by themselves", he 
said. 

Mr. Jammo also accused the 
ministry of “monopolising supply 
goods”. 

The prime minister, however, 
strongly disagreed saying (hat the 
Ministry of Supply does not com- 
pete with the citizens but is there 
to secure basic supply goods at 
reasonable prices. 

Mr. ‘Obeidat explained that the 
ministry was established in 1974 
to counter “the unjust man- 
ipulation" of prices by some mer- 
chants and to secure supply res- 
erves of basic food commodities. 

He said that the ministry has 
succeeded in securing a strategic 
supply reserve of wheat, flour, 
sugar, rice and meat. 

Moreover, the prime minister 
said, the government together 
with the Ministry of Supply has 
“continued to subsidise these sta- 
ple food goods." 

“In 19X2 the government paid 
JD 9 million in wheat subsidies 
and the Ministry of Supply paid 
JD i million. In 19X3. the 
ministry raised its contribution to 
JD 7 million while the government 
paid the rest which amounted to 
JD 5 million." !:e said. 

Mr. ‘Obeidat explained that the 
"cost of securing a reserve sup- 
plies of basic foods amounted to 
JD 22 million." 

Thus such a task, because Jor- 
dan still imports most of its food 
supply, cannot be shouldered sol- 
ely by merchants and has to be 


carried out by the government" he 
said. 

Vlr. 'Obeidat disagreed that the 
Ministry of Supply imposes prices 
that benefit neither the consumer 
nor the merchants. 

“The prices arc fixed in a man- 
ner that allows a marginal profit to 
the importer, the wholesaler and 
the retailer, he said. 

Both Mr. Naim AJ Tal and Dr. 
Yacoub Mo' ammer from lrbid cal- 
led for the raising of the salariesof 
state employees to counter the ris- 
ing cost of jiving. 

Poor public services 

Many members, especially 
those representing constituencies 
outside Amman complained 
about insufficient public services 
in their areas. 

Mr. Tal pointed out that lrbid 
needs more hospitals to fulfil its 
inhabitants’ health needs. 

He noted that there is not a 1 sin- 
gle industrial plant in lrbid that 
contributes to improving the sta- 
ndards of living of its people. 


asked the government to lower the 
price of electricity especially in the 
villages to the south where people 
cannot afford such high fees. 

Mr. Audtallah accused the 
company that provides electricity 
in the Amman area of “blackmail 
and monopoly." 

Mr. Audtallah angrily coin- 
pfained about the lack of services 
in villages, and continued talking 
about it on his way back from the 
microphone to his seat. 

Mr. Abdul Wahab Tarawneh 
from Karak, who was one of the 
only two members who withheld 
confidence front Mr. ‘Obeidat's 
government, suggested the for- 
mation of a specialised committee 
to visit the south and to study the 
conditions of “the thirsty villages" 
concerned. 

Combating corruption 

Closely related to bettering the 
living standards of the people was 
the issue of combating corruption 
and the squandering of state 
funds. 


vlr. Tarawneh was perhaps the 
most outspoken on this subject. 
He called on the government to 
adopt strict measures to cra- 
ckdown on embezzlers of state 
funds. 

"1 think that there are well- 
planned schemes in action to 
embezzle the state budget.” he 
said. 

Mr. Tarawneh suggested the 
formulation of a law to empower 
the government to investigate the 
sources of enrichment of state 
employees in order to reveal emb- 
ezzlers.

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ACCORDING TO some reports from the U.S.. there is a growing 
perception that the Reagan administration has quietly altered its 
policy on Lebanon so that the Marines can be withdraw □ from Beirut 
ss soon as the most minimal conditions are met. The shift, the reports 
suggest, has come despite the administration's public hostility tow- 
ards Syria's stance on Lebanon and its outrage at the Democrats in 
Congress over their demand for a speedy withdrawal of the Marines 
from Beirut. 

How this perception should be related to recent remarks by the 
Saudi crown prince, Abdullah Ibn Abdul Aziz, to the effect that the 
U.S. should withdraw its forces from Lebanon and pressure Israel to 
pull its forces out too. is as yet unknown. But the link between what is 
happening in Washington and on the ground here in the Middle East is 
almost crystal clear. 

Officially, tbe Reagan administration is not convinced of any 
change in the Saudi position regarding Lebanon. “That is not our 
understanding of the Saudi position," Alan Romberg, the State Dep- 
artment spokesman, said when asked to comment on Prince Abd- 
ullah's statement the other day. “And it is certainly not what Crown 
Prince Abdullah said in his January 29 meeting with distinguished 
American visitors to Saudi Arabia." he added. 

Unofficially, however, the Americans must surely be aware that 
tlie Saudi position, said or withheld, is clearly reflected in those other 
statements the crown prince also made on the subject or Lebanon. 
What is so unclear, for instance, about the Saudi Arabians not being 
able to understand tbe role played by the American Marines in Leb- 
anon. and why a superpower such as the U.S. should send its fleet and 
2,000 of its troops there? 

“If the American fleet and troops came to Lebanon to repulse the 
( Israeli > aggressors and force them to withdraw and punish them, then 
they (Americans! would be welcomed." Prince Abdullah said. “But if 
that great power goes to Lebanon to defend a number of individuals or 
to implement a certain policy based on wrong counsel, then that is 
disgraceful". 

Characteristically enough though, the U.S. administration would 
want to continue to understand that, despite these remarks, the Saudi 
position remains one of support for the Multi- National Force presence 
in Beirut. But would it also take hint from Prince Abdullah's words, 
said in the same statement, that the Syrian forces would be withdrawn 
from Lebanon after the American and Israeli troops were palled out of 
the country? And. if only to put the whole matter of its involvement in 
Lebanon in perspective, should not the U.S. look at these latest 
developments in the context of the wholeness of the problem or Leb- 
anon which should be solved in its entirety? 

Instead of authorising White House spokesman Larry Speakes to 
say something dumb about the Saudi crown prince's statement, like 
“I'll bet when it all comes out, the full context won't be quite that 
startling," the Reagan administration should surely be looking for the 
real meaning of the new-old message from the Arab World. This 
message is not about the withdrawal of the U.S. Marines from Leb- 
anon for this or that condition, big or small, nor is it about leaving 
U.S. interests in the region for the wolves. It is about a specific demand 
from the U.S. to settle the crisis of Lebanon through an even-handed 
American approach, and not on tbe basis of what, an aggressive and 
obstinate Israel might or might not accept as a compromise.

White House mounts verbal offensive on Lebanon

WASHINGTON — The White 
House began a verbal offensive 
this week to try to blunt the tro- 
ublesome issue of U.S- military 
involvement in Lebanon now that 
President Reagan is an official 
candidate for re-election. 

While the administration says it 
still favours a bipartisan approach 
to Lebanon and other issues on 
which it is vulnerable, its strong 
language may have reduced pro- 
spects for keeping the opposition 
Democrats in line behind Mr. 
Reagan. 

White House Spokesman Larry 
Speakes accused the Democratsof 
playing politics with Lebanon, a 
problem Mr. Reagan strategists 
admit is a potential Achilles heel 
for the president as he seeks a sec- 
ond four-year term. 

Mr. Speakes was reacting to a 
Democratic-backed resolution 
pending in Congress calling for 
prompt withdrawal of the 1.6W» 
Marines in the Multinational 
force. 

The non-binding measure is 
unlikely to pass the Senate, which 
is controlled by Mr. Reagan's 
Republican Party, and the pre- 
sident has said he will simply ign- 
ore it. 

But the Democratic-con trolled 
House of Representatives seems 


likely to approve the resolution in 
some form, and this alone would 
effectively stamp Lebanon as 
** Reagan’s war". 

Mr. Speakes insisted he was not 
questioning anyone's patriotism, 
but in language reminiscent of the 
Vietnam war era he said Dem- 
ocratic criticism of Mr. Reagan's 
policy could encourage Syria to 
"dig in and hold on' 1 in resisting 
peace efforts. 

The administration has rep- 
eatedly described Syria as a key 
obstacle to peace id Lebanon. 

"Talk in this nation that we 
don't have a solid commitment on 
the past of the president and the 
Congressonly aids and abets these 
people” who want to undermine 
the peace process. Mr. Speakes 
said in an effort to put the onus on 
the Democrats. 

A total of 259 U.S. serivemen 
have died in Lebanon since Aug- 
ust. including 242 killed in the sui- 
cide bombing of the Marine hea- 
dquarters near Beirut on Oct. 23. 
and opinion polls show that a maj- 
ority of Americans think the Mar- 
ines should be brought home. 

Mr. Reagan's. Campaign Dir- 
ector Edward Rollins told rep- 
orters that Lebanon is a crucial 
election issue. 

Mr. Reagan's strategists have 
taken to the offensive to paint the 
Democrats as a naive and weak- 
party that would cringe in the face 



of "Soviet threats." 

••With them in control, our def- 
ences would still be growing wea- 
ker while the Soviets grew bol- 
der." Mr. Reagan said at a Capitol 
Hill luncheon for Republican 
members of Congress Thursday. 

Referring to the U.S.-led inv- 
asion of Grenada last October. 
Mr. Reagan added that under a 
Democratic administration, "tro- 
ops would have landed on Gre- 
nada. that is for sure. They just 


would not have been American 
troops." 

The Grenada invasion is likely 
to be cited often by Mr. Reagan 
during the campaign as evidence 
for the assertion in his State of the 
Union address last week that 
"America is back — standing 
tali'. 

Mr. Reagan's strategists worry 
that the Lebanese impasse and the 
breakdown in arms talks with the 
Soviet Union will revive old fears 


that Mr. Reagan is trigger-happy. 

But they hope to avoid being 
pushed onto the defensive, as 
sometimes happens with inc- 
umbent presidents during an ele- 
ction campaign. Mr. Reagan 
urged Republican faithfuls to str- 
ike first during (he campaign. 

The president said: “Since a 
campaign flounders without ideas 
or intensity, let's make certain that 
we take the offensive." 


The White House was immovt-J 
by Democratic House Speaker 
Thomas O'Neilfs suggestion that 
the sharp words from Mr. Speakes. 
may have hurt chances for coo- 
peration on other issues, such as 
reducing the big federal budget 
deficits. 

Mr. Speakes replied: I am ter- 
ribly sorry it the speaker i* ttpscL 
but that is the wav the game is 
played." 


Jackson’s long shot for the presidency 


Jesse Jackson acknowledges that he has little chance of winning the 
Democratic presidential nomination , let alone getting to the White 
House. But Reginald Dale warns that neither. the party nor his Dem- 
ocratic rivals can afford to ignore him. 


WASHINGTON — There are 
two types of contender for this 
year's Democratic presidential 
nomination, says the Rev. Jesse 
Jackson: "The long shots and the 
big shots." He readily admits, as 
the only black in an ail-male field 
of eight, that he is one of the long 
shots. 

The 42-year-old Mr. Jackson, 
formerly best known as a 
Chicago-based civil rights activist, 
speaks with some bitterness. He 
believes that the rules of the 
Democratic Party's selection pro- 
cess have heavily contributed to 
this state of affairs. The rules, he 
said recently, are "stacked for the 
big shots" . 

Mr. Jackson's fortunes have 
swung from public acclamation for 
his rescue of a captured American 
airman from Syria to rejection at 
the hands of the Democratic Nat- 
ional Committee, where he failed 
to get the rules changed. 

The odds had always been aga- 
inst Mr. Jackson's last minute 
demand. The rules were del- 
iberately altered in 1982 by party 
stalwarts (including former 
Vice-President Walter Mondale, 
now the leading "big shot” l to 
make the race more difficult for 
outsiders. The party est- 
ablishment was not pleased with 
the success of earlier “long shots” 
like Mr. Jimmy Carter, or Mr. 
George McGovern before him. in 
carrying off the nomination. 

What particularly irks Mr. Jac- 
kson is the rule that a candidate 
must reach a 20 per cent “thr- 
eshold" of primary votes before 


qualifying for a proportional share 
of a state's delegates to the nat- 
ional convention. This. Mr. Jac- 
kson argues, effectively dis- 
enfranchises blacks and other 
minorities in many states. 

Although Mr. Mondale. in a bid 
for peace, changed tack and bac- 
ked Mr. Jackson's demand for a 
1U per cent threshold, the com- 
mittee declined to open the Pan- 
dora’s box of rule changes. Mr. 
Jackson then snubbed the com- 
mittee and there was bad feeling 
all round. 

Mr. Jackson may still embarrass 
the Democrats by taking the fight 
to the courts or even to the floor of 
the convention, to be held in San 
Francisco in July. But he has sto- 
pped short of fulfilling the party's 
worst fears, which were that he 
would run as an independent. “1 
would rather, in the face of it all. 
have a broken heart than a broken 
party." he said. 

He is not totally averse to his 
underdog role, however, and in a 
major speech at Washington's 
Georgetown University he W3S 
back on his old extrovert form. 
The predominantly white, 
middle-class students presented 
him. to warm applause, with a spe- 
cial plaque testifying to his "ded- 
ication to humanitarian values" in 
retrieving Lt. Robert Goodman 
from his Syrian jail. 

The Syrian mission is widely 
credited with helping him come a 
creditable third behind Mr. Mon- 
<dale and Senator John Glenn of 
Ohio in a poll of Democratic vot- 
ers last week. His share of the vote 


jumped from nine to 15 percent. 
Later another national poll put 
him equal second with Mr. Glenn 
at 14 per cent, with Mr. Mondale 
streets ahead at 44 per cent. 

Mr. Jackson's smoothly del- 
ivered speech went down well with 
the 7(Hi-or-so students. He per- 
suaded a good 40 of them to 
•‘come on down” to the podium 
and sign voter registration forms, 
and another dozen stood up to 
volunteer as campaign workers. 
But some of the blacks in the aud- 
ience clearly regarded themselves 
as too sophisticated for Mr. Jac- 
kson's Baptist preacher oratory' — 
many black leaders regard M. Jac- 
kson as a self-seeking opportunist 
anti would prefer a liberal white 
like Mr. Mondale who has more 
chance of actually beating Mr. 
Reagan. 

Mr. J ackson urged his young lis- 
teners to use their votes rather 
than follow the path of “drugs, 
dropping out or bloody rev- 
olution." He is greatly attached to 
slogans: "The human race over 
the nuclear race.” “democracy not 
technocracy." “justice at home, 
peace abroad " "jobs not jail." He 
claims that it costs six or seven 
times more to keep a person in 
prison for three or four years than 
to finance a university education. 

He wants a "new direction” for 
the country that will give the poor 
and the underprivileged an equal 
say. He thinks a woman should . 
run for president. 

He also wants to cut wasteful 
defence spending practices, 
which, he says, have led the Pen- 
tagon to spend as much as $439 on 
a hammer and S3.(Hi0 on a lov- 
eseat for a naval officers’ mess. 


He is devoted to puns: Tbe adm- 
inistration's payment-in-kind 
(Ptki farm support system is "a 
Pik programme for the rich and a 
pickpocket programme for the 
poor." He chastises the “Civil 
Wrongs Office" of the iniquitous 
“Just Ice” Department. 

Mr. Jackson is a patriot and an 
idealist. He would like to see 
America dominate the world, not 
by force of arms but by the talents 
and education of its people. “The 
world will be ruled by those with 
the most developed minds," he 
says. But he also believes in a for- 
tress U.S. that would retreat from 
its current international res- 
ponsibilities by withdrawing its 
troops from Europe and keeping 
out Japanese imports. 

There are honest themes, but no 
real platform behind his often hol- 
low rhetoric. He knows he will not 
become president, though he will 
almost certainly become the cou- 
ntry's best-known black pol- 
itician. His following is mainly, but 
by no means exclusively, black 
and liberal whites are now beg- 
inning to latch on to what they see 
as his moral vision, a quality less 
obvious in the other contenders. 

The biggest service he can pro- 
bably do the Democrats — apart 
from enlivening a dull campaign 
— is to help bring out tbe 1 1 .5 
m illion black voters who represent 
over 10 per cent of the national 
electorate, and mobilise as many 
as possible of tbe additional six 
million still unregistered. Long 
shot he may be, but it is not in the 
interests of the Democratic Party 
or. of Mr. Mondale to ignore Mr. 
Jackson. — Financial Times news 
feature. 


Dark image of Britons in Soviet media

MOSCOW — After 6U years -of 
diplomatic relations. Britain is still 
depicted by the Soviet media as a 
quasi- Dickensian land Of fog. 
bowler hats and imperial ideals — 
with an added recent emphasis on 
its dole queues. 

Press reports of life in modern 
Britain concentrate on the plight 
of the poor and unemployed. The 
Soviet reader is told this is the ine- 
vitable plight of life under cap- 
italism. 

; But the visual media prefer to 
show Britain as a country where 
most people wear bowler hats and 
military moustaches and money 
and titles are synonymous. 

Most ordinary Muscovites think 
London is still the city of pea-soup 
fogs, while the official media have 
just come to terms with The Bea- 
tles. Former band members Geo- 


rge Harrison and the late John 
Lennon have had small articles 
dedicated to them in youth new- 
spapers. 

English “whodunit” authoress 
Agatha Christie and Scots poet 
Robert Burns are translated into 
Russian and firm favourites with 
the Soviet public. 

But an updated new film of Mrs. 
Christie's novel “Pocketful of 
Rye” raised gasps in a Moscow 
cinema at one scene, shot on loc- 
ation in London, which showed 
purple-haired punks in Leicester 
Square. 

Soviet newspapers regularly 
report on the problems of Bri- 
tain’s unemployed, though usually 
without mentioning that they rec- 
eive any form of state support. 

lt is illegal not to work in the 
Soviet Union and there are no 
welfare payments for the jbless, a 
policy which has produced full 
employment. 


A recent article in the official 
Communist Party newspaper Pra- 
vda detailed instances of old peo- 
ple in Britain dying from hyp- 
othermia. It described British win- 
ters as “moderate by our sta- 
ndards. not below minus 10 cen- 
tigrade” 

The past few months have also 
seen numerous press and tel- 
evision reports on opposition to 
the deployment of new U-S. cruise 
missiles in Britain. 

Pictures of women being carried 
away from gates to the Greenham 
Common airbase which houses 
cruise missiles, have been cap- 
tioned: “Police brutality against 
.mothers who want peace for their 
children." 

A small group of the “Grc- 
enham Common women" upset 
Soviet officialdom last spring, 
however, by having dealings in 
Moscow with a member of a small 
but unofficial Soviet pacifist' 


group. 

Official relations are only now 
beginning to show signs of imp- 
roving after several years of chill 
with both sides apparently ado- 
pting a more pragmatic stance. 

But Britain s part in Soviet war- 
time history is played down in the 
Soviet media. It has, on occasion, 
even suggested that instead of aid- 
ing the Soviet Union in World 
War n, the Western powers were 
all along looking for a way to ally 
with Hitler against Communism. 

Supplies that Britain and the 
United States sent by convoy to 
the Arctic port of Murmansk in 
the war years are referred to as 
having had only minimal effect on 
the Soviet war effort. “They joke 
about Maggie Thatcher trying to 
till Churchill's trousers, but they 
never talk about who got Josef 
Stalin's," one veteran Western 
diplomat in Moscow said. 


Gun-talk back before 
election in Guatemala

GUATEMALA CITY — Vio- 
lence has returned to Guatemala's 
capital city as preparations gather 
pace for an end to military rule. 

For almost two years. Gua- 
temala city was an island of rel- 
ative peace in a country tom by 
Central America’s longest civil 
war. But a recent rash of violence 
suggests the quiet days are over. 

Police stations, government 
establishments, foreign embassies 
and the capital's international air- 
port have come under attack. One 
of the country’s most prominent 
right-wing politician was amb- 
ushed m broad daylight, while pol- 
ice report a steady rise in common 
crime as weO. 

Gen. Oscar Humberto Mejia 
Victores’ military government 
used tanks, armoured personnel 
carriers, artillery and helicopters 
in an assault on a guerrilla hideout 
just two blocks from the pre- 
sidential palace in the heart of the 
city. 

“Things are likely to get worse 
before they get better." a senior 
Western diplomat said. “This 
looks like it's becoming an ele- 
ction campaign of both the ballot 
and the bullet." 

Despite the increasing violence, 
however, some foreign residents ' 
■say they feel safer in Guatemala 
than in New York or other Wes- 
tern cities, where overall crime 
rates tend to be higher. 

Gen. Mejia Victors, who took 
■power in a military coup on Aug. 
8. has promised repeatedly to ret- 
urn to barracks 'after free pre- 
sidential elections at a date yet to 
be fixed. 

As a first step towards a return 
to constitutional rule, Guatemala 
is due to elect a constituent ass- 
embly in July which will draft a 
new constitution 3nd electoral 
laws. 

Bui many Guatemalans suspect 
that resistance to an end to mil- 
itary rule will grow as elections 
draw nearer. 

Vinido Cerezo, head of the 
middie-of-tbe road Christian 
Democratic Party, predicted in a 
recent interview that political lea- 
ders would become targets of hit 
squads in the months before the 
balloting for the 88-member con- 
stituent assembly. 

“The military don’ t want to give 
up power," Mr. Cerezo told Reu- 
ters. “So the hard men will be 
tempted to arrange for the murder 
of politicians on both tbe left and 
the right, then say the situation is 
getting out of control impose 
martial law and stay in charge." 

A few weeks after Mr. Cerezo's 
gloomy forecast, gunmen tried to 


kill right wing leader Leonel S«- 
niega Otero in a daylight ambush 
in a busv district of Guatemala 
City- 

Mr. Sisniega himself declined io 
comment on"ihc probable idemttj 
ot his attackers, but the cir- 
cumstances of the ambush spa- 
rked speculation that it had been 
masterminded by enemies inside 
the government establishment. 

“The gunmen chased Sisniega 
past four bank buildings, each 
heavily guarded by armed police 
units," a senior civil servant rep- 
orted. "Not one fired a shot or 
took any other action and one 
cannot help but wonder why.” 

The reasons for a scries of spe- 
ctacular operations by leftwing 
Urban guerrillas are less mys- 
terious: They want to believe the 
government's claim that the ins- 
urgents are a spent force after 
more than 20 years of fighting a 
succession of military gov- 
ernments here. 

Bui Gen. Mejia Victores and 
ihe man he ousted. Gen. Efrain 
Rios MonU, proclaimed in public 
that they had throttled the ins- 
urgency in Guatemala City and 
were bringing it under control in 
the central highlands. 

In the capital alone, more than 
7.2011 suspected "subversives" 
have been aiTested since Gen. 
Mejia Victores seized power, acc- 
ording to the interior ministry. But 
the credibility of government ass-- 
ertions that its efforts were pac- 
ifying the dty has come under ser- 
ious question. 

Late in December, for exam pie. 
a group of hooded guerrillas wal- 
ked calmly into the government's 
broadcasting studio here, ordered 
the staff out of the building at 
gunpoint, poured petrol on equ- 
ipment and wrecked it with a hand 
grenade. 

The Organisation of People in 
Arms (ORPAj claimed res- 
ponsibility for the raid, describing 
it as a blow against false gov- 
ernment propaganda. 

ORPA struck again in mid- 
January with simultaneous gre- 
nade and machinegun attacks on 
five police stations across the cap- 
ital. 

A few days before.' the army 
used 300 troops backed by tanks, 
artillery and helicopters in the 
biggest operation in the capital 
since 1981. 

It ended with the death of three 
guerrillas, reduced 'their "safe 
house" near the presidential pal- 
ace to a heap of smouldering rub- 
ble and emb ar r a ssed the gov- 
ernment severely. 

On the eve of the army action. ■ 
Gen. Mejia Victores had told rep- 
orter: “the war against sub- 
version is already over." • - ■ 
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THE OTHER day a friend of 
mine asked me how I cel- 
ebrated the New Year Eve. In 
prison. I told him. He thought I 
was joking and tried to laugh it 
off. I assured him I was serious. 
He looked bewildered, so I 
hastened lo add that 1 made an 
accident with my car during 
party-hopping and I was not 
exactly sober. Did I hit any 
other car or person, he asked. 
No, I told him, the brunt of the 
hit was borne by the traffic isl- 
and and my car. Then how 
come I landed in prison, my fri- 
end asked. Well, I told him, I 
broke the law that nobody sho- 
uld drive a car under the inf- 
luence of alcohol, and the most 
logical place I would end up 
was the prison. It was around 1 
a.m. and to my misfortune a 
policeman was at hand at the 
site of the accident, otherwise i 
would have managed to move 
the car and drive oft 1 added. 

My friend made some sym- 
pathetic sounds. I told him not 
to mind: i actually deserved to 
be locked up for at least 24 
■hours, but added that I was 
happy my experience lasted 
only about five or six hours 
before I was taken to court and 
fined the appropriate amount 
and let off. 

1 would have had some imp- 
ressions of how it was like to be 
od the other side of the bars, 
ray friend commented. OF cou- 
rse I had. I told him. “1 bet 
there were many more like 


you, being charged for dru- 
nkenness during the New 
Yearis Eve,’* my friend said. 
No. I said, as far as I could see 1 
was the only unfortunate per- 
son behind the bars of the par- 
ticular lock up 1 was in, being 
charged of dnrnken driving. 

Of course the other would 
have been charged for brawls, 
pretty quarrels, thefts etc., my 
friend asserted. Among the 14 
or 15 persons under detention 
that night I could spot only one 
person, who was charged with 
fighting. I told my friend. My 
friend looked confused, what 
were the rest detained for, he 
asked. 

That was the best part of it, I 
told him. Most of them were 
decent folks, but were either 
careless to ascertain of their 
bank balance before issuing 
checks, or forgotten to meet 
the payments on their com - 
bialehs. and in some cases not 
making the instalment pay- 
ments for the cars they had 
bought. 

For instance, I told my fri- 
end, there was this guy, an ass- 
istant manager of a company, 
who issued a cheque which 
bounced. We got to know each 
other and inquired as to what 
the other’s crime was. I told 
him I made an accident hitting 
the traffic island after having 
one too many, and asked him 
what he did. He cited the case 
of the bounced cheque and 
added that he was picked up at

a five-star hoteFs bar, having 
the first drink of the day and 
about to start celebrating the 
New Year Eve with his gir- 
lfriend. 

Then there was this person 
who had not met the payment 
of his combiaUh. He was a lot 
different from the rest. Instead 
of being submissive to the law, 
he was saying (privately of cou- 
rse ) he would not pay the com- 
bialeh and would not mind if he 
was imprisoned for “one 
month, two months or even 
three months.” 


There was one another per- 
son, well-dressed, in his early 
forties, who was going around 
inquiring as to every one’s 
crime was and offering the 
right consolation.

If my friend comes on the dot 
of 1 :30 to pay the fine, then the 
probability of the judge leaving 
for home by the time my fine 
was paid would be a cat- 
astrophic. ending in my having 
to spend another night in a cell. 

My friend turned up when 1 
was about to lose hope. He 
came and consoled me, went 
up and paid the fine, came 
back. And I was free. 

When I was climbing the sta- 
irs from the basement cells, a 
happy voice greeted me. It was 
the company assistant manger 
whose cheque bounced, han- 
dcuffed and heading for. 
lock-up. “So you are leaving?” 
he asked. 

1 nodded a yes. I was. “ I wish 
we could meet again” he said. 

I was most alarmed by the idea 
of meeting him again in a cell 
and he sensed that. “No, no. 
no. 1 was suggesting that once I. 
sort this mess out. we should 
celebrate the New Year all 
over again, we were the dep- 
rived ones, don't you think 
so?"

Romania — Aut- 
horities here are reportedly dea- 
ling out death sentences and harsh 
penalties for Romanians who take 
advantage of the nation’s eco- 
nomic crisis to line their pockets 
illegally. 

- Leading jurists say increasing 
reports of “economic crime”, and 
-punishment in- the official' press 
■■ are intended as a deterrent to 
would-bc wrongdoers. At least 55 
people have been sentenced rec- 
ently to prison -■ and three to 
death — for such offenses, an inf- 
ormal survey of local newspapers 
showed. 

Law-abiding citizens face the

daily frustrations of power bla- 
ckouts and long lines to buy scarce 
supplies of meat, cheese and other 
goods as the government exports 
food supplies in order to earn for- 
eign currency to pay its debts. 

A joke making the round of the 
capital city signals the bitter res- 
ignation of many Romanians: 
“ Lines are a good omen." the say- 
ing goes. "It means there is som- 
ething. to buy." - • . 

Romania Libera, the leading 
government- newspaper/ reported 
the most serious corruption case 
last December: Three men were 
sentenced to death in the city of 
Tirgoviste for stealing meat from a 
local processing plant and selling it 
for profit to restaurants and sto- 
res. 

The death penalty, imposed in 


that case for “undermining the 
national economy.” is carried out 
here by firing squad. 

Legal experts said in a recent 
interview the sentences had .been 
appealed, an indication the con- 
victs had not yet been executed. 

Fifteen other defendants got 
prison terms of up to 2i> years. 

In January. Pentu Paine, the 
monthly magazine of the interior 
.miqistiy^made an example of 
Romulus Cosn^n. managqo of a 
gooa storejm^ilw V Ktera fifty of 
Arad. He ,was- sentenced |-j^ 20 
years in jail for illegally buying 
food to resell and for cheating cus- 
tomers. 

Cosnean recycled the coffee 
grounds in his expresso machine, 
the magazine reported. He also 
managed to get and sell dog vac-

cine, radios, television sets, cas- 
erte players and other scarce 
items. According to the story, 
which was aimed at a readership of 
policemen and other law officers. 

“Some people in Arad, as buy- 
ers. claim today that under the 
‘reign’ of Cosnean they found 
more foodstuffs. These backdoor 
buyers, unfortunately, con- 
tributed to Cosnean’s welfare.’ 
said Pentu Paine. 

No statistics on crime are pub- 
lished. but “in the past year we 
witnessed an increase in stealing 
state property or private pro- 
perty.” said VasOe Patulea. a 
member of the National Bar Ass- 
ociation and chief editor of the 
Romanian Law Review. 

"This prompted a reply from 
justice organs,” he said. ’ "Pen- 


alties in the most serious cases 
were most severe.” 

However. Mr. Patulea and 
Rosea Constantin, secretary of the 
Bar Association, argued in an int- 
erview that the recently publicised 
crimes could not be directly traced 
to the economy. 

“Our socialist economy is very 
solid. We have a balanced eco- 
nomy." said Mr. Costantin. 

. There has been no notable tnc-. 
rease in street crime.-.Mr. Patulea 
said, even though areas of ’'the 
country and its cities are blacked 
out at night to save power. 

Despite prostitution in Buc- 
harest’s main hotels and a flo- 
urishing black market based on 
U.S. dollars and Kent cigarettes, 
the jurists downplayed both off- 
enses as rare. 


According to informed Western 
sources, more than 170 Rom- 
anians legally emigrated last year, 
most of them to West Germany.

Keep the grey cells busy

PADERBORN, W. Germany — - 
If you don’t keep the grey cells 
busy you may lose up to a twelfth 
of your memory in a week, a Pad- 
erborn cybernetics institute says 
after two years of tests on 127 
Black Forest hospital patients. 
The way to keep the mind active 
and alert is to go in for brain jog- 
ging. a daily routine with pen, 
paper and figures. 

The Pad erborn research team . 
probed patients kept in .isolation 
who barely had an opportunity to 
talk with anyone. They were 
found to drop eight IQ points in a 
week and 20 in three weeks. After 
60 days the memories of bed- 
ridden patients declined steeply. 
International research has shown 


that a similar fate may befall sin- 
gles. pensioners, the sick from 
rheumatics to the wheelchair- 
bound. soldiers on guard duty, 
nightwatchmen and people in pri- 
son. Between eight and ten million 
people in the Federal Republic of 
Germany face memory imp- 
airment as a result of monotonous 
surroundings. 

Exercises in mental con- 
centration combined with physical 
exercise m what the Paderbom 
experts advise to, keep the brain 
active anti boost life expectancy. 
Brain jogging need be nothing 
special. Doing crossword puzzles, 
visiting and chatting with people 
and even writing letters, all of 
which combine mcniaJ and phy- 
sical exercise, are effective means 
of helping to forestall IQ fatigue.

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Hadlee wrecks England 


CHRISTCHURCH, New Zealand (R) — England’s 
cricketers ran into a verbal and bowling assault by 
New Zealand all-rounder Richard Hadlee on the 
second day of the second test here Saturday. 


Having condemned England's 
bowlers for performing imp- 
rofessionaiiy on the first day. Had- 
lee wrecked England's baaing by 
taking three wickets for no run in 
seven balls. England subsided to 
ID for four and at the close were 
53 for seven, needing 5«S more 
runs lo avoid following on against 
New Zealand for the first time. 

Hadlee has towered over the 
first two days of this match, having 
made Friday out of a New Zea- 
land first innings total of 3tt7. And 
he caused the touring side further 
discomfort Saturday by strongly 
criticising their bowlers for their 
consistent waywardness. 

•*lt was always on that if you 
bowled line and length, which they 
1 the England bowlers! didn't, you 
could keep the other side's scare 


down." Hadlee said. ‘It’s hard to 
understand why we saw that son 
of bowling from English pros who 
are used to bowling a lot. They 
can’t be happy with that per- 
formance." 

England, seven for one ove- 
rnight. lost six wickets in a dis- 
astrous VD-minute session after 
rain delayed Lhe start until 4.3 d 
p.m. 

In two maiden overs Hadlee 
dismissed opener Chris Tavare. 
David Gower and Derek Randall 
lo send England staggering to ID 
for four. He had Tavare caught at 
first slip by Jeff Crowe for three, 
trapped Gower Ibw for two. the 
batsman offering no stroke to a 
ball which ducked in. and two balls 
later removed Derek Randall, 
caught in the slips by Jeremy 


'Coney. 

Hadlee bowled from a shon run 
on a pilch which was not affected 
by the day’s rain but maintained 
the uneven pace and bounce 
which New Zealand overcame so 
well in their first innings. 

Ian Botham and Allan Lamb 
looked capable of guiding Eng- 
land to safety but after they put on 
31 for the fifth wicket. Botham, 
hitting out unnecessarily, was cau- 
ght on the backward square bou- 
ndary hooking at Lance Caims. 

Lamb went before another run 
was added, caught behind off 
Ewen Chatfield. and at 47 Bob 
Taylor was seventh out. pre- 
senting Jeff Crowe with his second 
slip catch and Caims with his sec- 
ond wicket. 

With Vlike Gatting the only 
recognised batsman left. New 
Zealand will aim to leave him wit- 
hout partners Sunday and Eng- 
land lo follow on. Another target 
for England will be to pass 64. 
their previous lowest score against 
New Zealand in Wellington six 
years ago. 


West Indies beats Pakistan 
in World Series Cup cricket 


PERTH. Australia tAP; - Ope- 
ner Desmond Haynes overcame 
an early attack ot the honors to 
steer the West Indies to an eff- 
ortless seven wicket victory over 
Pakistan in the World Series Cup 
cricket match at the WACA gro- 
und here Saturday. 

Haynes was most unconvincing 
early, but gradually blossomed to 
play some attractive shots in his 
unbeaten 7 k. 

When part-time bowler Man- 
soo r Akhtar sent down a bouncer 
lo Haynes which was adjudged a 
wide by umpire Dick French - 
the West indies had won with five 
overs in spare. 

It was a convincing workout by 
the West Indies before its final 
qualifying match against Australia 
Sunday. 

But it was a disappointing finale 
to the Pakistani tour of Australia, 
which saw the Learn lose the five- 
test series 2-o and win only one of 
its tu world series cup matches. 

Viv Richards, deputising as cap- 
tain in the absence of Clive Lloyd, 
was voted the man of the match on 
a split verdict for his sparkling inn- 


ings of 4li. 

Haynes struggled grimly and 
battled for his timing at the start of 
the West indies innings, and after 
IK overs had scored only nine 
runs. 

After 27 overs, he had taken his 
total to IV runs off 72 balls but 
finally found touch with superb 
cuts and off-drives to with eight 
boundaries. 

Despite Haynes early strugg- 
les. the West Indies got away to a 
flying start through Richard Gab- 
riel. who hammered five fours 
from 31 balls before going for a 
huge drive from medium-pacer 
Mudassar Nazar and edging a 
catch to wicket-keeper Ashraf 
Ali. 

Leg-spinner Abdul Qadir was 
brought into the attack, and his 
flight and spin mesmerised both 
Haynes and Richie Richardson. 

Both batsmen were all at sea 
against Qadir. whose first six overs 
cost only seven runs. 

Richardson, frustrated at being 
lied down, particularly by Qadir. 
went for an indiscreet hook at 
vludassar Nazar and skied a catch 


back to the bowler. 

Richards arrived and imm- 
ediately set about Qadir. cutting 
him for two. sweeping him to the 
fine leg fence and straight driving 
a single in the spinner's seventh 
over. 

Richards was dismissed when 
he danced down the pitch to off- 
spinner Ejaz Faqih and lofted a 
catch to Salim vlalik at deep 
mid- wicket. 

Earlier. Vludassar Nazar defied 
a hostile West Indies fast attack in 
scoring a typically resolite 54 off 
117 balls in 14D minutes. 

After vlansoor had cut a widish 
delivery from Winston Davis str- 
aight into Joel Garner's hands at 
backward point, vludassar and 
vlohsin Khan put on 75 for the 
second wicket in *5 minutes bef- 
ore .vlohsin departcJ for 32. 

It was an encouarging per- 
formance by vlohsin. who ann- 
ounced his retirement last Mon- 
day and then changed his mind 
two days later. He stroked the ball 
fluently and hit a six over square 
leg off fast-medium bowler Eldine 
Baptiste.

Soccer comes of age as major sport in U.S.

When the great Brazilian soccer 
star Pele joined the New York 
Cosmos club in 1975. many for- 
esaw a blissful marriage of the 
world's most popular sport to its 
most dynamic society. 

Nine years later, soccer and the 
United States have their pro- 
blems. but their union has proved 
remarkably fruitful. 

Pele arrived in New York as the 
most admired athlete on earth, 
and enthusiasts could envision 
millions of American boys imi- 
tating him and. shortly, their local 
North American Soccer League 
(NASD heros. Playing soccer as 
intensely as they do baseball and 
football, these youngsters would 
form a pool from which a national 
team could be formed capable of 
competing with Brazil and Italy in 
the World Cups of 1986 oY 199U. 

Since that time, however. Pele 
has retired, and even some of the 
better professional teams around 
the United States have disbanded 
for lack of fan support. “Team 
America.” a special North Ame- 
rican Soccer League team formed

in 19X3 as the nucleus of a U.S. 
national team for the 1986 World 
Cup. faces financial and other dif- 
ficulties which threaten its con- 
tinued success and even existence 
barely a year after it was formed. 
Nonetheless, soccer has flourished 
in the United States beyond all 
reasonable expectation. Millions 
of boys are indeed playing soccer 
now. as are millions of girls, and 
■men and women — as many as 
eight million in alL by one acc- 
ount. 

Since 1974-5 the number of 
players registered in youth soccer 
leagues has increased tenfold, 
from about HNMHK) to more than 
a million. Similar increases were 
seen in high school and university 
soccer: For example, there were 
only 28 high schools that spo- 
nsored girls’ soccer teams in 
1971-2: Today there are more 
than 2.DDU. and the number of 
girls participating was increased 
from about 7D0 to nearly 5 8. ODD. 

University soccer teams have 
increased from approximately 1 60 
teams in 1959 to 532 in three div- 
isions in 1 983. and the recent Div- 
ision One Championship of the 
National Collegiate Athletic Ass- 
ociation offers particular grounds 
for optimism about U.S. soccer. 
The University of Indiana won 


the 1983 soccer title, defeating 
Columbia University 1-0. It was 
the second consecutive cha- 
mpionship for Indiana and. sig- 
nificantly. it was won with an alm- 
ost all-American team: 16 of the 
1 8 players on the team were born 
and reared in the United States 
(the 1 7th was born in Italy but 
reared in the United States], as 
was their coach. Jerry Yeagley. 
This is in contrast to previous 
years, when imported players and 
coaches set the standards. 

in an interview with the U.S. 
Information Agency. Yeagley said 
that many good athletes are now 
choosing to play soccer, whereas 
in the past the best athletes almost 
always went to U.S.-style football 
or basketball. He has an exp- 
anding pool of gifted soccer pla- 
yers from which to recruit for his 
university team. Moreover, he 
says that all his starting seniors of 
the past few years have received 
attractive offers from professional 
teams, a development which pro- 
vides additional motivation for 
good athletes to choose soccer. 

Yeagley has been the coach at 
Indiana for 21 years, but for the 
first ten years soccer was only an 
intramural and not an official ver- 
sity sport. So he is doubly pleased 
at the success of his team on the

Yeagley cautions 
that while U.S. teams can now 
compete without embarrassment 
in international competition, it 
will be another ten years before 
they can win consistently. But as a 
participant sport it has clearly arr- 
ived. and it is making steady if dif- 
ficult progress as a spectator sport. 

■ The North American Soccer 
League now consists of nine 
teams, three less than last year. 
Americans have not responded to 
the classic game with the hoped- 
for enthusiasm, probably because 
of the apparent slowness of a con- 
test which may well end in a 0-0 
tie. This should change in the fut-' 
ure as unviersity teams create fans 
for the game, professional as weD 
as amateur ( as happened with foo- 
tball and basketball). 

In the meantime, the public 
seems captivated by a new son of 
soccer “Made in the USA”: Ind- 
oor soccer. 

The Major Indoor Soccer Lea- 
gue is in its sixth year, and acc- 
ording to Michael MencheL its 
director of communications, this 
year drawing an average of 
15.719 spectators per game more 
than professional basketball. The 
sport these fans see might not be 
considered soccer by purists, says 
MencheL but it is certainly ent- 
ertaining. 

Its games are played on a hoc- 
key rink-Stzed field with some 
rules, such as penalty periods and 
free substitution of the six players, 
similar, lo those of ice hockey. 
There is no offsides rule and the 
continuous play producesone shot 


cm goal per minute, and typical 
scores of or 6-5. 

Each of the twelve teams has ZU 
players. 13 of whom must be 
Americans. 

While the game resembles lhe 
“Baby Futbor* played in Latin 
America, it was developed ent- 
irely in the United States and is 
American in its rapidity and exer 
itemenr and even in (he spe* 
ctacular pre-game and halftime 
shows which are pan of mos( 
games, it is as though soccer. like 
so many other immigrants to the 
United States, has been nat- 
uralised.

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International credits 
increase in January 

PARIS (Rj — Borrowing on international capital markets rose to a 
provisional SIS .4 billion in January from $12.2 billion in December, 
the Organisation for Economic Cooperation and Development- 
(OECD) said Friday. 

The higher borrowing through international bonds, foreign bonds 
and bank syndicated credits reflected continued heavy demand by 
top-quality borrowers and more favourable interest rates, the OECD 
said in a statement. 

Funds raised by developing countries mainly in the Far East surged 
to -$7.01 billion from SI 39 billion in December. 

■ Borrowing by the 24 OECD member states fell to S7.86 billion 
from $fL28 billion, despite heavy external finan cing by Belgium, 
Canada and Denmark and by U.S. and Japanese companies. 

Gross new capital market borrowing was running at an annual rate 
of around 5150 billion in November, December and January, up 
from S122 billion in the previous three months, the OECD said. 


Paris, Moscow sign 
$1.2b economic pact 

PARIS (R) — France and the Soviet Union Friday signed an eco- 
nomic cooperation agreement worth 512 billion, French official 
-said. 

Paris hopes the new deal will help wipe out its persistent trade 
deficit with Moscow. 

The contract was signed by French Prime Minister Pierre Mauroy 
and by Soviet First Deputy Prime Minister Ivan Arkhipov at the end 
of his five-day visit* 

It aims at boosting French exports to the Soviet Union to com- 
pensate for French imports of Soviet natural gas. 

Under the deal France will raise its agricultural exports to the 
Soviet Union by 15 per cent. 

The agreement is also designed to promote French sales of pet- 
rochemical products. 

In addition it provides for French help in modernisation of Soviet 
dairy factories and ship construction and further development of gas 
and oil fields as well as other aspects of industry. 

West Germany, France’s leading rival for Soviet contracts in many 
spheres, already has a long-term economic cooperation agreement 
with Moscow. 

Moscow intensifies 
incentives programme 

MOSCOW (AP) — The ruling politburo on Friday announced an 
expansion of its programme of limited economic experiments, adding 
service industries in seven areas to the list of enterprises that will be 
allowed to assume more decision- making power. 

Last year, the Communist Party authorised five ministries to begin 
giving local managers more power to allocate financial and capital 
resources in an effort to make industry more efficient and less ham- 
pered by decisions made by faraway officials. 

The programme was billed as an effort to streamline a system that 
often assigns unrealistic production quotas and gives managers little 
incentive to produce above their assigned production. But Soviet 
officials stressed it would in noway mean fundamental changes in the 
centralised economic system. 

The experiments, seen astfcp centerpiece of President Yuri V. 
Andropov’s efforts to give more energy to the Soviet economy; was 
to begin in January in the national ministries of heavy and transport 
machinery and the electrotechnical industry, the Ukrainian ministry 
• of food industry, the Byelorussian ministry of light industry and the 
Lithuanian ministry of local industry. 

In hs account of politburo's regular Thursday meeting, the TASS 
news agency on Friday reported that the ruling body discussed the 
economic experiments and decided to expand them to the services 
’ industries of seven areas — Kozni, Altai, Astrakhan. Ivanovsk, Kem- 
erova, Saratov and Yaroslavl. 

As in its earlier announcements on the economic programme, the 
politburo said managers of “service industries'’ in the region would 
be given more “econraic independence,” specifically in deciding how 
to use resources allocated to their industries. .

Surveys indicate new 
oil deposits in Kuwait 

KUWAIT (R) — Seismological surveys have shown encouraging 
signs of new oil deposits in Kuwait, which already has among the 
world's biggest oil reserves, a senior oil official was quoted Saturday 
assaying. 

Kuwait Oil Company (KOC) Deputy Chairman Faisal Al Kaz- 
raawi told the daily newspaper Al Anba’ in an interview that test 
drilling on one structure was expected to produce oil at a depth of 
13,000 feet, which he said would be reached shortly. 

He did not give the exact location of the well but said the deposit 
was thought to be very large. 

Kuwait’s current oil output is estimated at around its OPEC (Org- 
anisation of Petroleum Exporting Countries') quota of 1.05 million 
barrels a day, and its proven reserves stand at more than 65 billion 
barrels — almost a tenth of the world totaL 

The newspaper also quoted Mr. Kazmawi as saying Kuwait was 
seriously thinking of importing gas “simply for economic reasons, 
especially when demand on power increases during summer." He did 
not elaborate. 

Mr. Kazmawi said KOCs Kuwait Foreign Petroleum Oil Exj> 
loration Company (Kufjpec) affiliate, of which he is also deputy 
chairman, had received more than 100 invitations to explore for oil in 
more than 40 countries. 

A contract for oil exploration in Pakistan would be signed soon, he 
added. 


African conference 
ends amid uncertainty 


LUSAKA (R) — A two-day con- 
ference aimed at stepping up aid ' 
to the black states of southern Afr- 
ica ended Friday with earnest ple- 
dges of support but an uncertain 
financial response. 

The nine states of the Southern 
African Development Co- 
ordination Conference (SADCC) 
had gone into the meeting with 50 
developed countries and Int- 
ernationa] agencies hoping for a 
massive boost in aid to counter a 
three-year drought crippling most 
of its members. 

SADCC officials, who before 
the meeting had set 5300 milli on 
as the target needed to prevent the 
drought causing a financial dis- 
aster, declined to disclose what 
amounts had actually been ple- 
dged. 

But several delegates said amo- 
unts of new funds promised to the 
group had been small and instead, 
SADCC was told by a number of 
countries that — as a regional 
development group — it was the 
wrong body to deal with urgently 
needed relief assistance. 

SADCC had no mechanism for 
speedily distributing such aid, 
which by necessity, had to be cha- 
nnelled directly to the countries 
affected; 'ibriy-aWited; it 

SADCC was founded in Lusaka 


four years ago by Angola, Bot- 
swana, Lesotho. Malawi, Moz- 
ambique, Swaziland, Tanzania, 
Zambia and Zimbabwe to foster 
joint development and counter 
the economic influence of white- 
ruled South Africa in the region. 

The drought, which had been 
billed as the meeting’s main item 
of discussion, was broken at the 
beginning of the week in large 
areas of the SADCC region, with 
cyclone Do mo in a causing wid- 
espread damage and loss of life in 
Mozambique. Swaziland and Eas- 
tern South Africa. 

Senior SADCC ministers said, 
bowever, they doubted the rains 
would be sufficient to save the 
bulk of this year’s crops. 

Conference Chairman Peter 
Mmusi, vice-president of Bot- 
swana. told a press conference 
after the talks ended that SADCC 
had not received the 5300 million 
sought at this point. 

“But ultimately I have no doubt 
we will get it,” he added. 

An official communique said, 
without giving details, “firm 
commitments of substantial fin- 
ancial and technical support were 
made.” 

Ix> described the discussions' as 
constructive and valuable. 


Firm predicts higher 
metals prices in 1984 

LONDON ( AP) — Higher average free market prices for many base 
and precious metals were forecast last week by the London metals 
research unit of Shearson- American Express. 

An exception is likely to be gold, the unit said. 

The improvement foreseen in prices, which the unit believes could 
take aluminium to a record high this year is based on an assessment of 
a modest, but strengthened world economic recovery. 

Growth in member countries of the Organisation for Economic 
Co-operation and Development, the unit said, should rise to 3 to 3.5 
per cent, against 2.5 per cent in. 1983. 

The analysts also foresee a decline in the overvalued U.S. dollar 
this year, which should stimulate trade in commodities. However, the 
timing of the fait it said, would depend on interest rate movements 
and political factors. 


Spain firm to overhaul industry 


MADRID (R) — Spain’s Economy Minister Miguel 
Boyer said in an interview published Saturday that 
the socialist government would go ahead with plans 
to restructure top-heavy industries despite massive 
protests by workers against job cuts. 


“The overhaul of industry will 
take (dace this year. Last year was 
a year of mental preparation but 
despite the hardships, the res- 
tructuring will begin imm- 
ediately," Mr. Boyer told ihe lea- 
ding Spanish daily newspaper El 
Pais. 

Trade unions said nearly half a 
million workers took part in str- 
ikes and protests Friday and on 
Thursday to oppose the proposed 
cuts in the loss-making steel, shi- 
pbuilding and metal sectors in 
which more than 60,000 jobs are 
threatened. 

The 14-month-old government 
says the restructuring plans, pas- 
sed by decree last November, are 
essential to make industry more 
efficient and competitive before 
Spain's planned entry into the 
European Community in 1986. 

But both the communist-led 
Workers’ Commissions Trade 
Union (CCOO) and the 
socialist-backed General Wor- 


kers' Union (UGT) are dem- 
anding negotiations over the cuts 
and refuse to accept the can- 
cellation of job contracts. 

Spam's minority Communist 
Party (PCE) said in a statement 
the strikes were a warning to the 
government to change plans and 
seek to restructure industry wit- 
hout workers being sacked. 

During the two days of protest, 
police and striking workers cla- 
shed in the northern Cantabrian 
region and in the Basque country, 
where steelworks and shipyards 
are expected to be hard hit by the 
government's restructuring plans. 

Police arrested five workers 
Friday as they blocked roads with 
barricades formed by buses and 
blazing tyres. 

The UGT has agreed in pri- 
nciple on a need to rationalise 
industry but objects to permanent 
lay-offs. 

It calls for temporary contract 
suspensions and early retirement 
schemes. 


Regan disavows most 
of presidential report 


WASHINGTON (R> — A feud 
between U.S. Treasury Secretary 
Donald Regan and Council of 
Economic Advisers (CEA) Cha- 
irman MartiD Feldstein re- 
emerged Friday in an attack by 
Mr. Regan on a CEA report. 

The report was titled "The eco- 
nomic report of the president", 
but Mr. Regan told the Senate 
budget committee only the first 
eight pages reflected President 
Reagan's policies. 

Asked what should be done 
with the remainder of the report, 
Mr. Regan said: “As far as Fm 
concerned, you can throw it 
away." 

Mr. Regan disavowed the CEA 
material and said there were pro- 
found disagreements within the 
administration over economic pol- 
icy. 

Last year. White House officials 
criticised Mr. Feldstein for his 
strong expressions of concern over 
the effect of soaring budget def- 
icits on interest rates and the eco- 
nomy while Mr. Regan was sim- 


ultaneously saying deficits were 
not the primary cause of high int- 
erest rates. 

As to whether he or Mr. Fel- 
dstein should leave the adm- 
inistration, Mr. Regan replied: 
“That's up to the president." . 

Mr. Regan added that an exp- 
erienced chief executive rec- 
ognises “ reasonable men do differ 
on economics." 

Among the differences with Mr. 
Feldstein cited by Mr. Regan were 
the effects of budget deficits and 
their degree of support for Mr. 
Reagan's proposed budget. 

“I support this budget, app- 
arently he doesn't,” Mr. Regan 
said. 

Mr. Regan said he also dis- 
agreed with the CEA's view that 
the U.S. dollar was overvalued by 
financial markets. 

‘Tve had 35 years in the mar- 
ket. The chairman of the CEA has 
none,” Mr. Regan said, citing his 
experience with the powerful bro- 
kerage firm of Merrill Lynch Pie- 
rce Fenner and Smith. 


Block ends Rabat visit 

RABAT (R) — U.S. secretary of agriculture Mr. John Block left 
Saturday for Washington after visiting Algeria and Morocco where 
he discussed the supply of American wheat. 

During a two-day visit to Morocco he signed an accord to supply 
il 78,000 tons of wheat worth 525 million. 

Last December Washington granted credits worth 5244 million to 
finance purchases of up to 1 .6 million tons of wheat to make' up for 
shortfalls caused by three years of drought. 

The effects of drought on Morocco's agriculture and American 
assistance in alleviating food shortages were the main topics at talks 
Mr. Block had with. Premier Mohammed Karim Lamrani, Agr- 
iculture Minister Othman Demnati and other leaders, officials said. 

In Algeria Mr. Block signed an accord providing Algeria with 
credits totalling 5160 million to finance purchases of American 
wheat.

Rl — Soviet Def- 
ence Minister Dmitry Ustinov has 
abruptly postponed a visit to India 
due to begin on Monday, the Ind- 
ian Defence Ministry announced 
Saturday. 

1'he Soviet embassy declined to 
give a reason for the sudden cha- 
nge of plans, but a senior Indian 
official said Moscow had cited 
what were termed Ustinov's dom- 
estic preoccupations. 

Some Western diplomats said 
the decision could be related to 
the health of Soviet President Yuri 
Andropov, who has not been seen 
in public for nearly six months. 

The Defence Ministry said the 
trip was put off at the Soviet req- 
uest 3nd no new date had yet been 
fixed.

Moscow charges U.S. of 
deliberately aggravating ties 


MOSCOW lAP) — The Soviet 
Communist Party on Friday acc- 
used Washington of “deliberately 
aggravating" relations with Mos- 
cow and launching the dirtiest acts 
of provocation” against the Soviet 
Bloc. 

The charges came from the 
policy-setting Central Committee 
of the Soviet Communist Party, in 
a statement released by the official 
Tass News Agency that sum- 
marised Soviet foreign policy in 
advance of the March 4 national 
elections. 

The statement, addressed to 
voters, told Soviet citizens that 
“the Washington administration is 
deliberatly aggravating relations 
with the Soviet Union and res- 
orting to dirtiest acts of pro- 


otber positions taken by the Sov- 
iets since Soviet- American rel- 
ations plunged to their lowest 
point in years in September, when 
the Soviets downed a South Kor- 
ean airliner with 269 people on 
board. 

The Centra] Committee doc- 
ument. which was timed for rel- 
ease during the main evening tel- 
evision news, reiterated that the 
Soviet people “unanimously'^ 
support President Yuri And-* 
ropov’s recent statements on for- 
eign policy and Soviet retaliation 
for deployment of new U.S. mis- 
siles by NATO. 

Although the Central Com- 
mittee document took a pes- 
simistic view of superpower rel-

Shultz begins 4-day visit to Brazil 


RIO DE JANEIRO (R) — U.S. 
Secretary of State George Shultz 
flew into Rio de Janeiro Friday at 
the start of a four-day visit to Bra- 
zil third stop on his Latin Ame- 
rican tour. 

He spends two days in this pic- 
tresque seaside city before going 
on to capital Brasilia for talks with 
Brazil* s veteran Foreign Minister 
Ramiro Saraiva Guerreiro. 

Mr. Shultz flew from Caracas, 
where he attended the ina- 
uguration of new Venezuelan Pre- 
sident Jaime Lusinchi and made a 
strong attack on the record of Nic- 
aragua'a left-wing government. 

He told reporters at Rio de Jan- 
eiro Airport that there was little 
immediate prospect of a thaw in 


U.S.-Nicaraguan relations. Dia- 
logue was carried out at dip- 
lomatic level and by means of 
messages passed by third parties 
— “mostly disinformation", he 
said. 

He and Mr. Saraiva Gueneiro 
will sign a memorandum of und- 
erstanding on industrial and mil- 
itary cooperation, U.S. officials 
said. 

Brazirs vast foreign debt, fast 
approaching S 10 U billion and the 
largest in the developing world, 
was also expected to be on the 
agenda. Mr. Shultz said the Bra- 
zilian debt was “in pretty good 
shape" at present. 

He will also review with Saraiva 
Guerreiro the reports of five wor- 


king groups, which have been 
examining various aspects of rel- 
ations between the United States 
and the giant Latin American nat- 
ion of 125 million people. 

Relations between the two cou- 
ntries cooled in 1978 when the 
Cartel administration barred sales 
of nuclear technology to BraziL 
But ties have recently become 
much warmer and U.S. officials 
said the two were on the way to 
co-operation in a number of nuc- 
lear fields, though fuel and reactor 
sales are still banned. 

Mr. Shultz wfll pay a courtesy 
call on President Joao Figueiredo 
before leaving on Tuesday for the 
Caribbean island of Grenada, the 
last leg of his tour. 


Sri Lankan leaders call for unity 


COLOMBO (R) — Sri Lankan 
leaders Saturday called for nat- 
ional unity as the island marked its 
36th independence anniversary in 
an atmosphere dampened by rec- 
ent bloody ethnic violence. 

“We must realise that we are a 
multi-racial multi-religious and 
multi-lingual nation, and that we- 
must forge lasting links of bro- 
therhood among all of us." said 
President Junius Jayewardene. 

Some 400 people were killed 
and 100.000 made homeless last 
July when majority Sinhalese att- 
acked minority T amils in the worst 
crisis the island has faced since 
gaining independence from Bri- 
tain in 1948. 

The country’s 2.5 million Tam- 
ils. out of a total population of 15 
million, say they are discriminated 
against and are demanding a sep- 


arate state. A national conference 
to discuss ways to ease racial ten- 
sions is now underway. 

Prime Minister Ranasioghe 
Premadasa. in an independence 
day message, said that Sri Lanka 
could only be developed if the hat- 
red and suspicion with which gro- 
ups now view each other “are tot- 
ally eliminated from our minds." 

National unity was also the 
theme at special religious cer- 
emonies in Buddhist temples, 
mosques and churches at dawn 
Saturday. 

The anniversary was celebrated 
with a military parade at Kalutara, 
47 kilometres south of Colombo, 
at which Mr. Jayewardene took 
the salute in front of a large crowd. 

The 77 -year-old president said 
his government, which came to 
power in 1977. had tried to bring 


about economic and social imp- 
rovements for the people. 

“Our successes since then, tho- 
ugh great and worthy of pride, 
have been marred by disastrous 
failures caused by terrorist act- 
ivity. communal antipathies, vio- 
lence and our own mistakes,-’’ he 
said.

Rebels claim seizure of 
another Kampuchean town 


BANGKOK (R) — Guerrillas of 
the ousted Khmer Rouge Sat- 
urday said they occupied a third 
strategic provincial town in wes- 
tern Kampuchea in two weeks 
after killing 21 of the Vietnamese 
soldiers guarding it. The Khmer 
Rouge's Democratic Kampuchea 
Radio, monitored in Bangkok, 
said their forces attacked Pursat 
provincial town on Thursday and 
took 15 minutes to drive away 
Vietnamese troops in the area. 

It said enemy casualties inc- 
luded what it described as the Vie- 
tnamese governor of the province. 

The Khmer Rouge, operating 
out of bases along the Thai- 
Kampuchean border, earlier said 
they briefly seized neighbouring 
Kampong Thom and Siem Reap 
provincial towns on Jan. 19 and 27 
respectively. 

The Thai military supreme 
command Friday reported the 
Kampong Thom and Siem Reap 
attacks. No other independent 
sources have confirmed them. 


The Khmer Rouge radio said 1 4 
Vietnamese were also wounded 
and a large number of vehicles and 
war materiel were either des- 
troyed or confiscated during the 
assault on Pursat town. 


It did not say how long the gue- 
rrillas held the town, a military 
and trading transit point between 
central Kampuchea and the Thai 
border. 


Thai military leaders this week 
said the Khmer Rouge had the 
capability to mount such major 
guerrilla operations. 

Both Hanoi and the 
Vietnamese-backed government 
of President Heng Samrin have so 
far been silent on the reported 
Khmer Rouge successes. 

The estimated 170.000 Vie- 
tnamese in Kampuchea have yet 
to cany out any large scale cam- 
paigns against Kampuchean gue- 
rrillas near the Thai border in the 
current dry-season, due to last 
until May. 


Prime minister says agitators giving India ‘bad name 


TINSUKiA, India (AP) — Prime 
Minister Indira Gandhi.' facing 
statewide road blockades in 
violence-torn Assam, said Friday 
she would not resume talks with 
anti-immigrant agitators and con- 
demned them for giving India a 
“bad name.” 

“They have a lot to answer for. 
the violence and the bad name 
India has got 11 the 66-year-old 
leader told the Associated Press 
during her visit to the northeast 
state where demonstrators are 
protesting settlers from Ban- 
gladesh. 

For the first time, the prime 
minister said she no longer was 
interested in resuming neg- 
otiations with agitators. She said 
the deaths of several thousand 
people in clashes last year had 
made the situation “difficult for 
any discussions" with Assamese 
protesters. 

“If they have anything to say, 
they can meet the (Assam) state, 
officials," the prime minister said. 

Talk with the central gov- 
ernment broke off in December 
1982 over Assamese demands 


that 1961 be the cutoff date to 
identify illegal settlers from Ban- 
gladesh, formerly East Pakistan. 

Mrs. Gandhi took her battle 
against leaders of the Assam Civil 
Disobeidence Movement into the 

public Friday in a whirlwind tour 
of the tea giWing region. 

In speeches across the state, she 
repeatedly said spectre of national 
disunity has become India’s gra- 
vest problem because of “irr- 
esponsible agitiation.” 

Mrs. Gandhi ended her first 
day’s tour by Soviet-style Indian 
built MI-8 helicopter by add- 
ressing a mass rally of more than 
50.000 at Tinsukia, about 8U0 kil- 
ometres northeast of Calcutta. 

Nearly half the 150,000 res- 
idents, mostly immigrant settlers, 
turned up, eyewitnesses said.

But they advised. men to 
apply the ointment in the morning 
rather than at night and to take a
